MAYOR'S INAUGURAL 
ADDRESS. 


In another column of the JourNAL 
we give a report of Mayor Murray’s 
address on assuming the reins of the 
city government last Monday. It con- 
tains the real meat of the production 
aud its porusal will enable the reader to 
determine about what the new Mayor's 
policy will be this year providing he 
lives up to his words, and the general 
impression is that he isthe kind of a 
man who will do it. With many of 
the suggestions which the Mayor made 
we agree, while on the other hand some 
of them we cannot endorse. 

We think it safe to conclude that the 
cause of temperance will not be greatly 
advanced in this city under Mr. Mur- 
ray’s administration. He is not in 
sympathy with it, and it is said that to 
the liquor influence was his election 
due. He is personally temperate, but 
at the same time an advocate of license. 
License of course will be the rule after 
May 1 next, but that is some way off, 
und were the new Mayor so disposed 
he might find considerable profitable 
employment in the enfurcemeut of the 
laws in the next four months. How- 
ever, we like his frank manner of stat- 
ing his position on this as well as other 
matters for it is always more sutisfac- 
tory to know where to find a public 
officer than to listen to declarations 
which are false and intended to mislead. 

The Mayor did not, in our judg- 
ment, show the best of tuste in forcing 
the religious question, as applied to our 
schools, into his Inaugural. Judging 
by their own course, or by the actions 
of a large number of their church 
members, the Catholics of this city have 
no right to complain of the Protestant 
element, for they do their share in 
keeping up denominational lines, do as 
much agitating, and are responsible for 
as much of the bad blood that exists, 
asthe other side. So, we think, it 
would have been a wise thing for the 
Mayor to have left that matter un- 
touched in his speech, for at the best it 
can do nobody any good, but on the 
hand hurt. ‘*Let us have peace.” 

Nearly all the points raised by the 

Mayor as to what ought and ought not 
to be done for the city commend them- 
selyes to men of business ideas as wise 
and practical. His suggestion as to the 
appropriations for roads and sidewalks 
were timely and just. Other reforms 
were outlined inthe Message which seem 
judicious, practical and applicable to the 
existing things in this city 

On the whole we find but little to 

condemn and much to commend in 
Mayor Murray’s Inaugural. It reads 
like an honest, commonsense document, 
and now if the new head of the city 
government will go straight ahead on 
lines he has Jaid down and keep clear 
of all entangling alliances and be sure 
that the ‘‘second term” bee is not al- 
lowed to buzz in his bonnet, the affairs 
of this city will be as well managed as 
they have been under any former ad- 
ministration.

THE CHANGE AT CITY HALL. 


The natural effect of the wholesale 
turning out of city officials by the new 
administration will be to defeat that 
party next year. A decent regard for 
the fitness of things and better judg- 
ment and more moderation in making 
changes would to some extent have in- 
spired confidence in the ability of the 
new regime to conduct public affairs in 
a business manner and given them a 
better hold on the respect of the people, 
but their indecent onslaught on the 
offices and unwise and indiscriminate 
application of the questionable doctrine, 
**to the victors belong the spoils,” and 
the appareut animus that impelled the 
revolution will offend the good sense of 
the public and arouse antagonisms that 
will send them out of power at the 
first opportunity. 

Some shifting of official incumbents 
would have been justifiable, indeed it 
was expected that the new government 
would fill some positions with party 
friends and workers. Nobody would 
have had any right to object to such 
a course, but their cry of a *‘clean 
sweep” does not meet with a favorable 
response in the popular heart, and if 
the rule is adhered to in future elections 
as strictly as it was on Monday night 
the present administration will ‘*die a 
yearling.” 


CONGRESS. 

Congress reassembled on Wednes- 
day after the holiday vacation and 
soon the battle will be on. It will 
doubtless be « long and important 
session. 

Against Cleveland's protestations the 
sub-committee on Ways and Means 
have decided by a vote of 6 to 6 to 
tack the much talked of personal in- 
come tax to the Wilson bill, over which 
there will be a great contest. Wilson 
engineered it through the sub-committee 
and it will go through the committee 
of the whole. ‘The administration 
were strougly opposed to an income 
tax, 

Over the Hawaii question too a 
fierce fight is expected. These with 
the general tariff bill will give Congress 
work enough to do for many months to 
come,

The New City Government. 


An elaborate Inaugural ceremony 
was dispensed with. It was a plain, 
matter-of-fact, business affair. It was 
encumbered with no superfluous ruffles, 
frills or furbelows. There was no loud 
sounding, long drawn out, and weary- 
some Inaugural Address. No attempt 
at oratory or rhetorial flourishes was 
made by Mayor Murray. It wasa talk 
well calculated to please the audience 
who heard it. They were delighted, 
judging from the enthusiasm mani- 
fested. 

The room was crowded, and the at- 
mosphere dense. Mayor Murray made 
& good appearance and said what he 
had to say in a straightforward manner. 
His ideas were of good business stripe, 
although there were a few things said 
by him that might as well have been 
omitted. Nearly all of his suggestious 
were good and their realization would 
prove beneficial to the city. Your re- 
porter saw and heard but very few sug- 
gestions by the new Mayor which the 
public will be likely to condemn, but 
many which will receive general ap- 
proval. What he said about the enforce- 
ment of the liquor laws was refreshing ; 
he promised but little, but will carry 
that little out. ‘This is better than high 
sounding promises and utter failure to 
make them good. Below we give the 
meat of Mayor Murray’s Inaugural 
talk - 


He said he proposed to make this admin- 
istration usefnl rather than ornamental. 
Every incoming government has had to face 
them problem—lhow to properly provide for 
the city’s wants out of totally inadequate 
resources. The expedient most easily re- 
sorted to is that of running into debt, leav- 
ing itto the future to day for what the 
presentconsumes, Current expense should 
be met by current income. 

Dealing with finance and taxation, Mayor 
Murray presented the comparative state- 
ment of the city’s debt, as follows: Total 
municipal debt Jan. 1, 1893, $89,850; in- 
crease during 1893, $29,500; total, $119,- 
850. Total municipal debt Jan. 1, 1894, 
$100,233 383; increase in municipal debt, 
1893, $10,388 33; total water debt Jan. 1, 
1893, $843,800; decrease water debt, 1893, 
$39,600; total net debt, Jan 1, 1894, $294- 
974.28. By virtue of a statute passed by 
the Legislature last year we will be enabled 
to raise by tax levy for local purposes about 
$4500 more than the preceding City Council 


could legally have raised. The last in- 
stalment of water script, amounting to 
$100,000, falls due April 1, 1894. ‘Total 


valuation of the city, 18938, $9,408,831. 

Dealing with schools he said that in re- 
cent yeara a spirit of sectarianism in school 
matters had been permitted to control a 
large number of voters, especially the 
women and those subjected to their immedi 
ate influence. The effect is harmful. The 
schools of our city are supportod at a cost 
greater than that of any other department. 
The City Council appropriates the money 
and the School Committee is charged with 
its expenditure. No public spirited citizen 
will object to a liberal policy in the support 
of our schools and every citizen has a right 
to insist upon a liberal policy in the control 
and management of them. Let the public 
schools be public indeed; controlled by the 
whole public and not by any clique or sect. 
Let us gratefully remember that we owe 
much to the public schools and hope that it 
will go on improving. 

No department of our government is 
subjected to more criticism than the Police 
Force. Much of this I believe to be unjust 
and uncalled for, The expression of lofty 
sentiments touching a high standard of 
duty may be inspiring to the public, but 
will have litthe effect on the officers when 
qualified by secret instructions emanating 
from the Mayor's office. I am not vain 
enough to promise any more vigorous en- 
forcement of the laws than that obtained 
by my worthy predecessors, but will assume 
the burden of any criticism which may 
follow. The force is much too small. 
Enough money should be appropriated for 
the proper support of the department 

The proper care of our 65 miles of high- 
ways deserves careful consideration. Their 
condition is lamentable. There should be 
# liberal appropriation for this department, 
that the streets may not go from bad to 
worse, It is generally believed that better 
resulte would be obtained if the entire con- 
trol of them was vested in one head, Side- 
walks should be constructed, and concrete 
freely used. 

The matter of sewer construction de- 
mands immediate consideration, ‘The work 
should be completed without unnecessary 
delay, It would furnish unemployed resi- 
dente of tho city with work, and lower 
interest rates are not likely to prevail than 
at present. If the loan is made now, this 
year’s appropriation will have to provide for 
but one instalment of interest, which will 
not be severely felt. 

The water works department is self-sus- 
taining. A wise policy would dictate that 
the mains be extended over every public 
street where the prospective return will pay 
ashighas 5 per cent. on the expense of 
construction, 

The hard times have added to the popu- 
lation of our almshouse, 60 that institution 
is crowded to ils fullest capacity. ‘I'he 
appropriations for outside relief should be 
largely increased. Already, while the winter 
is not half over, the dishursement for out- 
side relief have exceeded that of any similar 
period heretotore 

To the Fire Department, old apparatus 
have gradually been displaced by new ones.

entails an expenditure of over $7,500 per 
year. The purchase of the plant would 
not at present be feasible. 

The Mayor recommended an immediate 
loan and appropriation for building the local 
system of sewers; a larger appropriation 
tor construction and care of sidewalks; an 
addition of two Regular and one Special 
Police Officer; the abolition of the office of 
Superintendent of Public Buildings (a use- 


less and expensive sinecure); abolition of 
the office of Assistant Superintendent of 


Streets, and requireing the Superintendent 
to devote his whole time to the duties of 
the postion; the appointment of License 
Commissioners to relieve the Board of 
Aldermen of an unpleasant and demoral- 
izing task.

Useing Wells for Cesspools. 


The following is an extract taken from 
the Scientific American by Mr. Marshall 
Tidd of North Woburn, and furnished 
the JOURNAL for publication: 

The discharge of house waste or sew- 
erage into wells of a town is a most 
dangerous expedient in the change of 
the method of water supply. What 
would be & convenience to one house- 
hold might be poison to a neighbor or a 
scourge of typhoid fever or diphtheria. 
The well water belongs to a_ subter- 
ranean circulating system in which the 
water is in constant movement toward 
the lowest level or towards the streams 
of the valley. The soluble matter of 
sewage is carried along with the sub- 
terrean current crossing the wells of 
neighbors and contaminating their water. 
This effect would be strongly developed 
in sandy subsoil of the town, and has 
been proved by analysis to infect large 
districts on the drainage side. 

The increased use of water induced 
by the sewage soon becomes saturated 
with sewage and its malarial miasma. 
This is no fancy idea, but a stern reality. 

In many towns and cities that after 
epidemics haye afflicted them have re- 
luetantly adopted a sewerage system. 

We advise all to keep their sewage in 
shallow cesspools until a sewerage cau 
be made,

An incident lately occured in the

He wanted the money 
which he supposed Mr. Prouty had in 
the house and in order to get it appealed 
to the wood chopper to find just where 
the money was kept and inform him, 
aud he would steal it and divide.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


LESSON |, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JAN. 7. 


Text of the Lesson, Gen. |, 26-31; i, 1-3. 
Memory Vorses, 26-28—Golden Text, 
Gen, 1, 27—Commentary by the Rev. D. 
M. Stearns. 


26. “And God said, Let Us make man in 
Our image, after Our likeness, and let them 
have dominion.’ At some time in the past, 
known only to God, called in the first verse 
“the beginning,’ God created the heaven 
and the earth—that is, He spake them into 
existence—as is proved by Ps, xxxill, 6; 
Heb. xi, 8. He must have everything good, 
for He always does, That He did not create 
the earth without form and void is stated 
ir Isa. xlv, 18. Compare the R. V. What 
happened between verses 1 and 2 to bring 
about this chaos we shall know some day. 
About 6,000 years ago God brought order 
and beauty and fruitfulness out of the 
chaos and confusion into the space of six 
days, as is hore described. See also Ex. xx, 11. 
And now on the sixth day He makes man 
to have dominion over all. How He made 
man and woman is more fully stated in 
chapter ii, 7, 21-25, and that he called their 
name Adamds stated in chapter vy, 2. The 
words “Let Us’ imply the Trinity, which 
fact is also clear to a simple minded He- 
brew scholar in the word for God, 

27. “So God created man in His own {m- 
age; in the image of God created He him; 
male and female created He them,.’”’ Then 
this man and woman must have been the 
finest pair that ever walked the earth. 
Whatever else is implied in this image of 
God, it is evident from Eph, iv, 24, that 
righteousness and holiness of truth are in- 
cluded. How much more we shall know 
when in that bright morning of the resur- 
rection we shall have been made like Him 
who is the brightness of the Father’s glory 
and the express image of His person (I John 
iii, 2; Heb. 1, 8). 

28. ‘And God blessed them, and God said 
unto to them, Be fruitful and multiply, 
and replenisi the earth and subdue it, and 
have dominion.” The blessing of the Lord 
it maketh rich, and toil addeth nothing 
thereto (Prov. x, 22, R. V.). When in the 
sixth year God commanded His blessing on 
Israel, there was as much produced in one 
year as ordinarily in three years (Lev, xxv, 
21). When Jesus blessed the lad’s loaves 
and fishes, they fed many thousands. He 
says, “Herein is My Father glorified that 
ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be My dis- 
ciples” (John xv, 8). The time is coming 
when the last Adam will subdue all things 
unto Himself, for He is able. But now He 
is gathering out and training the subduers, 
who shallin that day have dominion with 
Him. I find it helpful to pray, ‘‘Lord, in- 
asmuch as Thou art able to subdue all 
things unto Thyself (Phil. iii, 21), subdue 
me wholly to Thyself now.” 

29, *‘And God said, Behold, I have given 
you every herb bearing seed which is upon 
the face of all the earth and every tree in 
the which is the fruit of a tree yielding 
seed; to you it shall be for meat.’’ God 
would have His children at perfect rest 
concerning food and raiment. As to cloth- 
ing such as we wear, they bad none (ii, 25), 
but inasmuch as all other creatures had a 
clothing which was a part of themselves, 
doubtless Adam and Eve, made in the im- 
age of God, were, like God, clothed with 
light (Ps. civ, 1,2). And now here is full 
provision for their bodies as to food. We 
have no record of flesh being eaten till after 
the deluge (chapter ix, 8), though we do not 
say that it was not eaten. But He who fed 
sinful Israel for 40 years in the wilderness 
will always provide for His own. 

80, ‘And to every beast of the earth, and 
to every fowl of the air, and to everything 
that creepeth upon the earth wherein there 
is life, [have given every green herb for 
meat—and it was so.’’ Not only man, but 
beast, is provided for, These waitall upon 
Thee that Thou mayst give them thei~ 
meat in due season (Ps. civ, 27). Behold 
the fowls of the air, your Heavenly Father 
feedeth them. Are not five sparrows sold 
for two farthings, and not one of them is 
forgotten before God (Math. vi, 26; Luke 
xii, 6)? Observe the phrase ‘I have given,” 
and think of Rom. viii, 82. He who spared 
not His own Son, but delivered Him ur 
for us all, how shall He not with Him 
also freely give us all things? 

81. ‘And God saw everything that He 
had made, and, behold, it was very good. 
And the evening and the morning were the 
sixth day.” This is theseventh time that it 
is written, ‘‘God saw that it was good,” 
God is love, and He cannot door make 
that whichis not in His sight good. He is 
good, and His mercy endureth forever (Ps. 
exxxvi,1). Heis round about usasa wall of 
fire and will not possibly permit aught that 
is not good to come to us, so We can surely 
bless the Lord at all times (Zech. ii, 5; Ps. 
xxxiv, 1). In all the days itis first evening, 
followed by night and then morning. So 
now it is the world’s night, but the night 
is far spent, and the day isat hand. The 
morning cometh (Rom, xiii, 12; Isa, xxi, 12), 

1. *Thusthe heavens and the earth were 
finished and all the host of them,’’ **Thus.”’ 
How? Why, by the word of His mouth 
(Ps. xxxiii, 6). In chapter i it is written 10 
times, “And God said.’’ Now, since Ho 
thus created all things, what is there He 
cannot do? “Ah, Lord God, behold, Thou 
hast created the heavens and the earth by 
Thy great power and stretched out arm, 
and there is nothing too hard for Thee” (Jer, 
xxxii, 17). If Christians, how thankful we 
should be that God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath shined 
in our hearts to give the light of the knowl- 
edge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ (11 Cor. iv, 6). On “the host of 
them’’ see Deut, iv, 19; Ex. xii, 41; Ps. cili, 
21; 1 Sam, i, 3. 

2. ‘And on the seventh day God ended 
Wis work which He had made, and He rest- 
ed on the seventh day from all His work 
which he had made.” The words “finished” 
and “ended” are suggestive of some other 
works in due time finished or to be finished, 
as the tabernacle, the temple, the work of 
atonement and the redemption of the world 
(Ex. xl, 83; If Chron, yii, 11; John xx, 30; 
Rey. xxi, 5,6). God “rested"’ cannot imply 
weariness, for He fainteth not, neither js 
weary (Isa. xl, 28), But He ceased as the 
manna ceased or a work might cease 
(Joshua v, 12; Neh, vi, 8). And if we would 
enter into His rest we must cease from our 
own works as God did from His (Heb. iv, 10), 

8, ‘And God blessed the seventh day 
and sanctified it, because that in it He had 
rested from all His work which God created 
pod made.” If we would know His rest, 
we must reverence His Sabbaths, Diso- 
bedience here gave Israel 70 years captivi- 
ty (II Chron, xxxvi, 21). Obedience in this 
particular will bring the richest blessings 
(Isa. lvili, 18, 14; lvi, 4-7), We have come 
through nearly 6,000 years since God cre- 
ated Adam. It would not be strangeif the 
seventh thousand should prove to be earth's 
Sabbath day, the thousand years of Rev, 
xx—the milleuium, Let us cease from all 
our own works both as to salvation and 
service, and resting in His work let Him 
work in us (Phil. ii, 18).

On Good Friday, March 81, we) 
drove into Taranto to see the passion

of the Confraternita, with white 
hoods and veils, a twisted wreath of | 
thornstems eround their foreheads, 
a white soutane, blue sash and very 
pale lemon colored cape, marched 
barefoot before each of the palchi, or 
platforms.

Then the 
crucifixion, Then a black bier with 
a huge black cross above it. 

Then the chief piece of the whole 
show—a dead, white Christ, covered 
with a veil, placed upon a rich mor- 
tuary bier. Besides the usual bear- 
ers four gentlemen of the city in full 
dress held the four ends of the pall. 
Amony them was the magnificent 
Marchese d’A——, with his grand 
swagger. ‘Che bellas preenza!” said 
the people. Their lackeys in livery 
attended these four noblemen. 

The procession was terminated by 
a Madonna Dolorosa in rather fash- 
ionable mourning holding a red 
heart inher hand. Priestsand other 
brethren of the Confraternita closed 
the cortege. Three brass bands, 
sounding lugubrious and impressive 
strains of music, with cavernous 
drums and clashing cymbals, kept 
up a continuous plangent ululation 
as the pomp went slowly by. It was 
evening ereit passed.

| A Description of the Passion Procession ae | atree when caught in a thunder 


storm is one of which we are con- 


stantly reminded, but when we have | 


to choose between getting wet 
through, with its attendant diseom 
fort, and the (apparently) smal! 
chance of being struck by Ee 
while under the shelter of the tree, 
it is only natural that we should de- 
cide in favor of the latter. 

Under such circumstances it is of 
advantage to know which is the best 
tree to choose for shelter. A certain 
Herr Wockert tells us that we should 
select a beech tree and gives us the 
following reason: 

It is always advisable to select 
those trees whose leaves are hairy or 
ciliated in preference to trees with 
smooth leaves. The danger of being 
struck by lightning depends not only 


upon the height of the tree, but also | 


upon its power of conductibility, de- 
termined by the amount of sap and 
its electric tension, 

Most of us know the tendency of 
points to attract electricity, the most 
notable example of the application 
of this principle being the lightning 
conductor, The hairs or cilia of leaves 
act the partof natural lightning con- 
ductors, and thus prevent the forma- 


tion of a very strong electromotive | 


force. Therefore it stands to reason 
that there is less danger in shelter- 
ing under a beach tree than under 
an oak or trees of a similar kind,— 
Paris Figaro. 


How to Put Up a Clothesline, 

Asimple contrivance designed to 
save a great deal of washday work 
can be put in place very easily. It 
consists of a little house or shed 15 
inches long fastened stoutly all 
along one side against the outer wall 
of a building, or perhaps against a 
fence, though one objection to the 
latter is that the line when stretched 
and hung with wet clothes would 
pull upon the fence and perhaps 
cause it tosag in time. A part of 
the other or outer side of the little 
clothesline shelter is made in a sort 
of door, opening on hinges, which 
lets down, disclosing the barrel on 
which the clothesline is wound. To 
this, at one end, a crank handle is 
attached with a ratchet wheel. 

In putting up the line, one end of 
which is tied to the barrel, first un- 
wind the line and pass it around 
each pole until all is in the position 
wanted, Slip the loop in the end 
over the last pole, then go back to 
the box, turn the crank until all the 
line is straight and taut, then fasten 
by means of a ratchet so that it can- 
not unwind. This effectually pre- 
vents ‘‘sagging.” When the clothes 
have been taken off the line, wind it 
up and shut up the side opening to 
protect the rope from rain, damp- 
ness and mildew.—Good Housekeep- 
ing.

They amass all the 
edibles they can get in an open place 
on the shore, and then eat the pile— 
an operation which often keeps them 
busy for several days or aweek. This 
is called a ‘‘potlatch.” 

I found them hospitable and friend- 
ly. At another time I could hardly 
have done justice to such immense 
good cheer, but my late experience 
had qualified me to eat nobly on 
through bear, venison, duck, grouse, 
trout, salmon, sugar, bread, potatoes, 
or whatever lay at hand. 

In two days I had made up for all 
my lost time, so far as food went. 
The toothache had left me. My kind 
hosts showed me the way to Seguin, 
and from that point I took the next

This was a strong point n 
Mr. Ellis’s case and on it the verdizt 
of the jury was sustained.

Editor Fowle of the Boston Globe. 


The Boston Post of Sunday, Jan, 7, con- 
tained an interesting article on the mental 
machivery of the Boston Globe, with por- 
traits of the brainy men who make that 
great paper, and short stories about who 
they are, what they are like, and how they 
do their work, from which we take the 
liberty to select for publication the follow- 
ing concerning Mr. Antuur A Fow te, its 
able Managing Kditor.—Epirok Woxsurn 
JOURNAL. 

Suppose we take a walk through the 
Editorial floor and look atthe faces. The 
door of one of the rear corner rooms bears 
the words ‘‘Arthur A. Fowle, Managing 
Editor.” Enter. Cards are not required. 
The office is not a thoroughfare, but to 
everyone who has business, Mr. Fowle 
gives personal attention. 

By doing this he grins a personal estimate 
of every employee aud outsider never to be 
obtained by proxy. Mr. Fowle’s desk is 
the firat thing that catches the eye of the 
observer. It is a revelation. [tis swept 
almost as clear as the deck of a ship about 
to enter battle. Mr. Fowle is unem- 
cumbered. He is not lost to sight behind 
heaps of rejected poems and general corre- 
spondence. Instead, there is a calendar, 
two or three photographs of Wright-eyed 
children, one or two pens, an inkstand, 
blotter’ and a limited supply of envelopes, 
When he wants to find a thing it ty forth- 
coming in lesa than sixty seconds. When 
he turns toward you ic is not with a feverish 
impatience that causes you to half forget 
your errand. He has time to spare if the 
matter is not one that naturally falls to 
some department. 

My New Year's call was to ask him about 
Tis staff of several hundred. I found he 
had every one alphabetically indexed on 
sliding cards that filled a scrap book. As 
he went along he spoke of them personally. 

Mr. Fowle seldom writes and does little 
handling of *tcopy.” In the twentieth cen- 
tury significance of the term ‘‘Managing 
Editor,” he is a supervisor. Itis only on 
specially important things that he reads 
copy. Instead, he sits, almost like a train 
despatcher, where by tongue and wire he 
can seeeverything. If one of his reporters 
does a good job, he knows it in fifteen 
minutes. Mr, Fowle jots down the fact 
mentally and the next time the same man 
does a bright bit of work there is sure to be 
a rearrangement. The reporter or corre- 
spondent is at least one round higher on the 
Globe ladder. 

Reproof is a thing unknown under Mr. 
Fowle's management. Two notices are 
given by him of shortcomings, the third is 
in writing and is final. ‘I think,” says Mr 
Fowle, ‘that such snccess as we have had 
is because we pull together. If a man 
comes here who does not become im- 
bued with the family spirit he gradually 
finds the atmosphere of the office uncou- 
genial and sooner or later goes elaewhere of 
his own accord.” There is never a conflict 
between business and editorial departments 
under Mr. Fowle. He simply says, ‘Do 
us you wish with the advertising columus, 
I'll try to get in the news.” 

Arthur Adams Fowle began life as a 
mechanic, but, not liking the work, started 
in newapaper lines as utility man on the 
Wosurn Journar. Becoming Woburn 
correspondent of the Globe, he afterward 
joined the city staff, and finally became 
City Editor. Within the next ten years he 
served auccessively as Day and Night 
Editor, Sporting Editor and Assistant 
Managing Editor. A big frame of portraits 
of the Globe family in 1884 adorns the room, 
which is shared by Cleveland A, Chandler, 
Mr. Fowle’s Private Secretury.

A Reply. 

Dear Mr. Hopss:—One item in 
your last issue demands a few lines 
trom the Citizens’ Relief Committee, 
which I take the liberty of representing 
for that purpose. Notwithstanding 
opinions to the contrary, there are 
honest, industrious people who are in 
need through euforced idleness. Others 
are unable to work because of age or 
sickness. Some cases will require help 
for several weeks yet. Others have 
now had all the relief that is likely to 
be required. We wish to give shoes 
and rubbers to women and children 
who need them, even if the so-called 
head of the house is dissipated. 

Fully nine-tenths of all the poverty 
which has come under our notice may 
be traced directly to the use of alcoholic 
liquors, ‘Lhree-quarters of the present 
distress would not have existed if the 
rum shops of the city hed been closed 
since May Ist of lastyear, Even now 
the condition of the poor would be 
much improved if the same rum shops 
were obliged to suspend business. 

On Monday evening last a woman 
came to our office for relief, bringing 
asmall boy with her. She was too 
drunk to talk coherently, and was not 
granted any help. What can we think 
of a man who would sell liquor to a 
woman who bore, in her own person 
and in the ragged clothing of her boy, 
the evidences of extreme need? 

A few days ago Judge Johnson sent 
& woman to prison for one year for 
drunkenness. She is a smart woman, 
and when sober, can provide a com- 
fortuble support for her children. She 
had only been out of prison a short 
time. ‘The man who sold her liquor 
knew her and her habits, and all that 
was involved in her drinking. But 
they sold her liquor and the authorities 
have winked at the nefarious business. 
The new city government has here a 
grand opportunity to distinguish itself. 

The city of Woburn has yoted to 
make more paupers next year, and to 
do it legally. Let the city of Woburn 
appropriate e, sum sufficient to take care 
of the resulis of its own acts. Mean- 
while let the benevolent citizens help us 
to relieve the present distress which in 
some cases is as extreme as can be 
found in any city not a metropolis.

Abba 
Goold Woolson gave a delightful lec- 
ture upon **The American Woman 
Abroad and at Home.”

The menu was most appetising and

After the feast President Dimick said 
afew pertinent words regarding the 
help that comes from sympathy and en- 
couragement, atter which he introduced 
Mr. Wooster, President of the Winches- 
ter Y. M. CG. A., who after a few pleas- 
ant words of greeting referred to the 
increase of recent years in the number 
of inmates in our reformatory and 
corrective institutions “which suggests 
the question: What are we doing? and 
what more cun we do to stopit? ‘Truly 
much is being done, but none of us will 
say that too much is being attempted, 
But is it not more. satisfactory to pre- 
vent a man from falling than to reclaim 
vne who is already down? Should our 
work not be largely a work of preven: 
tion rather than cure? Why not train 
the boys so that they will grow up law- 
abiding citizens? How can we best 
accomplish this? As loyal citizens of 
Massachusetts her business men must 
give this attention. Gatherings of this 
uature show that interest is felt in this 
question, Let our beloved State lead 
ail others in lifting young men to a 
nobler manhood. Woburn must do her 
share. I hope she will lead Winchester 
in this good work, but if she does she 
will have to work hard.” 

Gen. Secretary Barnes was introduced, 
He was glad to meet so many of those 
upon whom the prosperity of our city 
so largely depends. He said the object 
of the Association was “to save young 
men, thereby making them better citi- 
zens and more competent for any posti- 
tion in life. He mentioned several cases 
of reformation in our city, which were 
personally known to himself,” 

Mr. Charles W. Lyford of the Cam- 
bridge Y. M. C. A. said: “God bless 
you, and go on.” He spoke of the in- 
fluence exerted by the young men who 
had gone out from onr city and who 
now hold oflicial positions in this work. 
“The reason that business men support 
the Association so largely is because it 
shows results. ‘The work it undertakes 
to do isan allround work and cultivates 
the social, physical, intellectual and 
spiritual naturesin man. The gymnasium 
attracts where a prayer meeting would 
not, but it leads to it. Your city is 
soon to have open saloons; your young 
men need some place to pass their spare 
time without entering these places of 
iniquity; the Association wants to pro- 
vide such a place; they want your 
sympathy and support in order to do 
su. 

Rey. Theodore Berle heartily endorsed 
the work. Said he: ‘Men have hobbies. 
Chey are cranks. 1 am one. My hobby 
is the humanity of the race, the brother- 
hood of man, and the fatherhood of 
God. The Y. M. C, A. is absolutely 
colorless on the denominational line, 
henee its success. I ama crank on noh- 
denominationalism. Once convince a 


man of the love of men for one another 
and you prove the love of God for man, 
Chen God coming down to man is com- 
plemented by man’s going up to God, 
Che Association is doing this. God 
speed its work,”’ 

Mr. R. M. Armstrong gaid, ‘The 
chureh cannot do the work which is 
done by the Association, A wealthy 
church might fit up a tine gymnasium 
while its poorer neighbor could not com- 
pete with it. One well eauinpen Asso- 
ciation is the grandest brotherhood on 
the face of the earth, a membership in 
Woburn is a membership all over the 
world. At the present time business is 
quiet and business men feel this, but 
this simply increases the importance of 
the work. Many young men are out of 
employment and need such a place to 
ASS the time until business improyes. 
annie needs a building with a gymna- 
sium. She already has a lot and should 
take measures to build as soon as 
possible. If sutlicient money can be 
pledged within the next 80 days to 
support the work this coming year, grand 
results may be looked for, We should 
give until we feel it” were his closing 
words. 

Mr. H. M. Moore, the last speaker, 
was listened to with rapt attention by 
all present. After complimenting the 
ladies upon the artistic arrangement of 
the tables, and the excellence of the 
banquet which he said was “the finest 
he had attended in Massachusetts’ he 
expressed pleasure at meeting so many 
of the business men of Woburn and then 
in his clear and rapid style spoke of the 
object and work of the Y. M,C. A. Its 
object was to bring young men to a 
higher level. They congregate in our 
cities, the population of which increase 
twice as fast as that of the country 
taken as & whole, He spoke of the 
work that was being accomplished 
among the Germans, the colored people, 
the railroad men, and the college 
students, and said thata Y. M,C, A. 
building was as much a necessity ina 
place of 6,000 inhabitants as a High 
School, and they are being erected in 
the United States at the rate of one 
every two weeks. Woburn has held her 
own in this work but has not been 
aggressive. “Perhaps,” said he, “it is 
because her Association rooms are up 
too near heaven to do much work on 
earth. Todo a successful manufacturing 
business you must get your plant near 
the raw material. Jf you desire to 
manufacture moral character in young 
men put your rooms down on the first 
floor on the Main street where the 
material is most plentiful. The Associa- 
tion gives recreation without tempta- 
tion, Where else will you find it? By 
means of @ gymnasium many young 
men are brought under religious in- 
fluences who could not otherwise be 
reached. A sound body enables a man 
to do better work, and business men 
should remember this fact whenever 
they are called upon to contribute to 
this work.”’

breadth from his little journey. 

First in prominence, as well on account 
of its architectural beauty as for its close 
association with the eloquent presence of 
the late Bishop Brooks, is Trinity. 

The Romanesque structure seems so 
beautiful as itis tha: the amateur does not 
renlize the fact of its being less than the 
full expression of the thought of Richard- 
son, its great designer. As a matter-of- 
fact, the western end, or front, is not 
finished, The present entrance was never 
intended to be permanent and was put up 
80 that the congregation might get into the 
building a little earlier. Richardson died 
without leaving working plans for its com- 
pletion. Even now there is a committee to 
attend to it and whenever satisfactory 
designs are presented they will be adopted. 
Most people have forgotten that formerly 
there were two turrets, or small towers, at 
the west end. They were found to hurt the 
effect of the main tower and were taken 
down. On the original plan that main 
tower was completed by a pointed spire 
rising from its centre, but the amount of 
granite needed to construct it was thought 
to be more than the land could support and 
so the square tower was adopted. The 
change was really an improvement. 

The interior of the church is worth care- 
ful study. Its gorgeous frescoing is the 
work of John Lalfarge of New York, who 
also designed many of the memorial win- 
dows. Mostof the paintings depict Biblical 
scenes or characters, although on the west 
wall of the tower there is an allegorical 
representation of Morning on the left and 
Evening on the right. Several of the win- 
dows are the work of London firms and a 
few, among which are the Dexter window 
in the chancel illustrating David's charge to 
Solomon, and the Brimmer window in the 
north transept picturing the wonder of the 
shepherds, are from the designs of Edward 
Burne-Jones, Three windows in the 
south transept, one of them the Ritchie 
window representing the Ascension, were 
executed by Oudinot of Paris. Among 
those from the designs of LaFarge is the 
McKim window in the southern wall. This 
isa copy of a part of Titian’s celebrated 
painting, ‘*fhe presentation of Mary in 
the Temple,” now in Veniee. On the right 
side of the chancel is an interesting bust of 
Dean Stanley, executed by Miss Mary 
Grant. The inscription beneath it was 
written by the Hon. Robert C, Winthrop 
and speaks of the Dean as ‘'Endeared to 
good men in all lands by the largeness of 
his heart and the loveliness of his character.” 
The bust is placed as near as possible to 
where Dean Stanley’s first sermon in 
America was preached. On the opposite 
side of the chance! is a tablet in memory of 
Dr. John Gardiner, long rector of the old 
church on Summer street. ‘The tablet was 
originally in that chureh and is the only 
relic of the interior sayed from destruction 
by fire in 1872. The inscription is by the 
historian Prescott. 

The communion service of Trinity has 
several very old pieces, one of which was 
procured from King George I]. 

Among other interesting things are the 
tracing placed in the side of the cloister 
leading from the eastern entrance of the 
church to Clarendon street and the rosette 
directly opposite. The former is a part of 
the original tracing from a window in the 
ancient church of St. Botolph, Boston, 
England, of which John Cotton was once 
rector, The latter was removed from the 
Gothic Old Trinity in Summer street. 

The church is open every day from 8 
until 4, except Saturdays, when it is closed 
at 12. The Sunday services are at 10 30 
in the morning and din the afternoon. At 
both of these the reetor, Dr. Donald, 
usually preaches. Strangers are not ad- 
mitted to the body of the church until the 
hour for beginning services, but the gal- 
leries are always free. They are reached 
by stairways leading from the right and left 
ot the vestibule at the western end. A 
door at the top of each stairway admits to a 
low, narrow gallery with a few scttees, 
which are undesirable seats unless the visi 
tor cares more to see the choir than to hear 
the sermon or watch the preacher. At the 
end of the first gallery is a turn and steps, 
off which lead pews. These command a 
fairly good view of the nave. ‘The right 
hand side js slightly better for seeing the 
pulpit. 

Everyone knows of the praise Dr. Donald 
has won by the way he has filled the ex- 
tremely difficult position of successor to 
Dr. Brooks; and the stranger who visits 
his church is sure of a manly sermon witha 
well-defined thought expressed in scholarly 
fashion. It seems strange at first not to 
hear from that pulpit the familiar torrent of 
thought in whose rush we were borne irre- 
sistibly on, butitis gratifying to listen to 
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Boston Theatres.

Of 
course the great mass of the negroes 
are too intelligent to believe any of 
these things, and they are doing a 
vast deal, as they have done, tostamp 
out such foolish beliefs. The belief 
in ‘de rabbit's foot” is quite generally 
known, ud with not a few persons is 
most sincere. Persons who ofttimes 
would be ashamed to confess it carry 
a rabbit’s foot.—Washington Star. 


Tapestry Wall Paper, 

The most expensive wall paper is 
tapestry, some of the older speci- 
mens of which are worth thousands 
of dollars. Only a short while since 
some magnificent specimens were 
discovered on the walls of an oftice 
in Lisbon and sent to the National 
museum, They are valued at $85,000 
and represent the trial of Marcus 
Aurelius, the coronation of Marcus

LESSON Il, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JAN, 14. 


Text of the Lesson, Gen, ili, 1-15—Memory 
Vereen, 13-15—Golden Text, I Cor. xv, 
22—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


1, “Now, the serpent was more subtle 
than any beast of the field which the Lord 
God had made. And he said unto the 
woman, Yea, hath God said, Ye shall not 
eat of every tree of the garden?’ Inthe 
first two chapters all is perfect, and God 
walks with man, and man communes with 
God. Now comes the wicked one in the 
guise of aserpent—full of hatred of God 
and man. See his aliases in Rey. xii, 9; xx, 
®, and his end in Rev. xx, 10, He begins 
his work by insinuating that God does not 
love his children or He would not keep any 
thing from them. 

2, ‘And the woman said unto the serpent, 
We may eat of the fruit of the trees of the 
garden.’’ We cannot blame the woman for 
talking with him, for she probably had not 
heard of him who spoke to her through the 
serpent. We know him and deserve tosuf- 
fer if we hold any parley with him, See 
Eph, vi, 11; Jas. iv, 7; I Pet. v, 8, 6. 

8. “But of the fruit of the tree which is in 
the midst of the garden, God hath said, 
Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall ye 
touch it, lest ye die.” She both added to 
and diminished what God had said. Com- 
pare carefully chapters fi, 17, and let us 
give good heed to Deut. iv, 2; xii, 82; Jer. 
xxvi, 2. Our part is to be simply obedient 
and trustful and shun every insinuation 
and doubt. 

4. ‘‘And the serpent said unto the wom- 
an, Ye shall not surely die.’’ What a de 
liberate lie! When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own, for he is a liar and 
the father of it (John viii, 44). All liars 
shall have their portion with him (Rev. 
xxi, 8). One would think that such an at- 
tack upon God would have shown the 
woman that she was dealing with an enemy 
of God. But what shall we say of pro 
fessed friends of God who today teach that 
there is no hell and not even a devil? 

6. ‘For God doth know that in the day 
ye eat thereof then your eyes shall be 
opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil.’’ This seems to have been 
his own ambition (see Isa, xiv, 14), and he 
will yet find a man willing to be filled with 
it (II Thess. ii, 8,4). We know that when 
He shall appear we shall be like Him, and 
then shall we know even 4s we are known 
(I John iii, 2; I Cor. xiii, 12), but this is to 
be reached by death to self, trust in the sac- 
rifice of Christ and obedience to Him, never 
in any other way (Acts iv, 12). 

6. ‘‘And when the woman saw, etc., she 
took of the fruit thereof and did eat and 
gave also unto her husband with her, and 
he did eat.’’ This is the history of every 
temptation and sin, the outward object, 
the inward commotion, the increase and 
triumph of passionate desire, the degrada- 
tion and ruin of soul. So with Achan. He 
saw; he coveted; he took (Joshua vii, 21). 
Adam and Eve had everything and yet 
sinned. Christ seemed to have nothing, 
yet stood firm. 

7. “And the eyes of them both were open- 
ed, and they knew that they were naked, 
and they sewed fig leaves together and made 
themselves aprons,’’ This was an eye open- 
ing that has left us blind by nature in the 
right direction ever since, as we need to be 
anointed and have our eyes opened to be- 
hold spiritual things (Rey. iii, 18; Ps. cxix, 
18), What a contrast between the gar- 
ments of light which they lost and these 
self made aprons! Fig leaves may well 
represent profession without reality (Math. 
xxi, 19). 

8, ‘And they heard the voice of the Lord 
God, and Adam and his wife hid them- 
selves,”?’ What asight is this! God’s dear 
children hiding from their loving Father 
and thinking that trees can cover them. 
What fools sin makes of us, and how blind- 
ed must be the mind that seeks to hide 
from the only true friend! Such has been 
the sinner’s conduct ever since, vainly seek- 
ing to hide from God. 

9, “And the Lord God called unto Adam 
and said unto him, Where art thou?” From 
the fall to the end of the Bible story itisa 
God of love seeking lost and straying peo- 
ple and man in his blindness hiding or run- 
ning away from God, What does your 
soul say in response to ‘Where art thou?” 
Mine replies, Lord, thou knowest I am in 
Thee, and Thou art to me the Rock of Ages 
(Isa. xxvi, 4 margin). Once and fora long 
time I tried to hide from Thee, but now 
Thou hast taught me to hide in Thee. 

10, ‘And he said, heard Thy voice in the 
garden, and I was afraid, because I was 
naked, and I hid myself.” Here is the first 
fear in Scripture, and it follows hard on 
unbelief and distrust of God. There will 


be no fear where there is confidence in God, 
for His perfect love casteth out fear (I John 
iv, 18); so that if our hearts can say," Behold, 
God is my salvation,’’ we should also add, 
“T will trust and not be afraid’ (Isa. xii, 
2). Some are afraid of the voice of God in 
His word because they prefer their own 
thoughts and ways. 

11. ‘And He said, Who told thee thou 
wast naked? Hast thou eaten of the tree 
whereof I commanded thee that thou 
shouldest not eat?’’ God of course knew 
the whole story, but before we can be for- 
given there must be on our part conviction 
of sin and confession of the same. This 
God would give to Adam and draw from 
him that He might forgive him (see Proy. 
xxviii, 18, and I John i, 9). 

12, ‘And the man said, The woman whom 
thou gavest to be with me, she gave me of 
the tree, and I did eat,” This sounds very 
badly. Adam, thou hast fallen very far 
and brought us down with thee, for some 
of us have talked that way. But see the 
sin. He finds fault with the gift of God 
and lays the blame on her. Now see Je- 
sus, Who has taken upon Himself all the 
guilt of His body, the church, and borne 
it, that He might present her to Himself 
without spot (Eph. v, 27). 

18, ‘And the Bord God said unto the 
woman, What is this that thou hast done? 
And the woman said, The serpent beguiled 
me, and I did eat.” She did not ask, as 
some do now, why God allowed the serpent 
to come to her, and why God did not keep 
her from falling, but she makes confession 
and pleads guilty. And both having now 
confessed the way is open for the revela- 
tion of God's salvation by grace (Rom. iii, 
19-24). 

14. ‘And the Lord God said unto the 
serpent, Because thou hast done this, thou 
art cursed above all cattle,” etc. What 
kind of a creature the serpent was before 
this and of what form we are not told. But 
it is evident he did not go upon his belly as 
now. Eve will tell us when we see her if 
it is worth while to know. 

1. “And I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy seed and 
her seed. He shall bruise thy head, and 
thou shalt bruise his heel.” The Lord God 
spenks to the enemy in the serpent and in 
the first clause declares the woman's resto- 
ration to God and her hatred of the devil, 
all brought about by God Himself, who 
says, ‘1 will put.”

There is probably no subject relating to 
the government under which we live that

however, seem content to grumble for the 
sakeof grumbling. Few are willing to 
admit thatour system of taxation, the 
outgrowth and development of a long 
series of brilliant efforts to reach ideal 
perfection, can be open toany very serious 
or radical criticism. There are earnest 
and practical critics who prefer to gradu- 
ally and carefully improve and perfect 
the present system of taxation which has 
| Brown up with the Commonwealth, and 
| to which the interests of the people have 
become accommodated 


The Critics’ Remedy. 

| The critics of this class insist that if our 
present laws could be adequately enforced 
| the present injustice would be, to a great 
extent, removed, They suggest as reme- 
dies the improvement of the class of of- 
| ficers whose duties relate to taxation, 
especially the assessors; boards of equal- 
ization and supervision to bring uniform- 
ity into the ayatem of valuations; a more 
thorough system of jmblic records of per- 
sonal as well as real property; larger pow- 
ers for investigation for the assessors; 
more adequate methods of compelling 
payments by the tax collectors; the aboli- 
tion of taxes on certain specific forms of 
personal property which are unquestiona- 
bly doubly taxed; a uniform system or at 
least reciprocal treaties with other states 
of the Union; municipal ownership of 
| quasi-public corporations, and many 
other suggestions. 

The more radical critics, however, are 
| desirous of overturning some of the 
essentials of the aystem. ‘They wish, for 
instance, that th® poll tax shall be re- 
moved, and that no personal property 
shall be taxed. Some of these critics 
| would substitute an income tax as the 


propose to tax real estate only, real estate 
being still construed to mean land and 
the improvements thereon, others propose 
to tax land only. 
| Of these vasious suggestions this article 
| will discuss one only. 
| Should Personal Property Be Taxed? 
A natural, and, as we are told, a truly 
American answer to this question is 
“Why shouldn't it be taxed?’ If prop- 
erty, as such, is to be taxed, why should 
not personal property as well as real prop- 
erty be taxed? It is just as much property 
One thousand dollars’ worth of bank 
| stock is just as much property to me as 
$1000 worth of land. From the point of 
view of the assessor they are both worth 
the same, they both yield the same in- 
come, the loss of one is just as mucha 
loss of property as the loss of the other. 
Ifthe true principle of taxation is that 
every man shall contribute to the 
public revenue in proportion to his abil- 
ity, how can it be possible to question 
that since property is to be taxed, personal 
| property should bear its share. 
There are two answers to this query. 


It Should Not Be Taxed. 
| First, it should not be taxed, because as 

a practical matter it cannot be taxed with 

any degree of success or fairness. 

Second, it should not be taxed, because 

it is not property in the same sense that 

| land is property, but in nine cases out of 
ten is simply the evidence of debt. 

As to the first answer, it is no answer to 
the merits of the question, if it assumes 
that, provided the tax on personal prop- 
erty could be fully eollected as a practical 
| matter, it would be a fair tax. 

Personal property being in nine cases 
| out of ten the evidence of debt, its taxa- 

tion is inevitably double taxation. Sup- 
| pose that I have $1000 in money. I buy a 
piece of land with it. I own the land. 
| Nobody else has any interest in it. If itis 
tuxed I pay the tax and nobody else pays 
| ataxonit. But suppose instead of buy- 
| ing the land IT lend the $1000 toa friend, 
who buys the land, and he gives me his 
| promissory note for the money. The 

promissory note is of course taxable prop- 
| erty and the law says I should pay a tax 

on it, and that my friend should also pay 

ataxonthe land. The same istrueif I 

lend itto a railroed and take a railroad 

bond in exchange, or if I lend it to a cor- 

poration to use in building, equipping and 

| running a mill, and take a share of stock. 
It Is Unjust. 

To tax both the lender and the borrower 
for the same property is unquestionably 
unjust. 
| Apply our system of taxation to the

‘Take the case of the shares of stock in 
a corporation, If the corporation is a 
Massachusetts one, the double tax is toa 
great extent removed under our laws 
since, although the evidence of debt (that 

is to Say the share) is taxed, so much of it 
as represents land and machinery 1s 
exempted, the ProreRTy being taxed to 
that extent, and so far as the SHARE is 
taxed, the property it represents is ex 
empted, But the contrary is true of every 
share of stovk in a corporation outside ot 
Massachusetts In this case the full 
market value of the share is taxed here, 
and the full value of the property which 
it represents is taxed in the state where it 
is situated 
Yoreign Corporations, 

Asan illustration of the double taxa 
tion of shares of stock, take the case of 
shares of stock in western railways which 
forin «large portion of the entire invest 
ments of this community, The entire 
property of the railvoad is taxed in the 
state where jt is located, For instance, 
the Flint and Pere Marquette railroad, 
which is largely owned in New Bedford, 
is a railroad located entirely within the 
blate of Michigan, The railroad tax law 
of the state of Michigan provides for a tax 
on the gross earnings of the road. 

This form of tax is an unusually fair 
one, It is, moreover, a complete tax, that

Oysters as Food, 

Speaking roughly, a quart of oys- 
ters contains on the average about 
the same quantity of actual nutritive 
substance as a quart of milk or a 
pound of very lean beef or a pound 
and a half of fresh codfish or two- 
thirds of a pound of bread. But 
while the weight of actual nutri- 
ment in the different quantities of 
food material named is very nearly 
the same, the quality is widely dif- 
ferent. Thatof the very lean meat 
or codfish consists mostly of what 
are called in chemical language pro- 
tein compounds, or ‘‘flesh formers” 
—the substances which make blood, 
muscle, tendon, bone, brain and 
other nitrogenous tissues. That of 
the bread contains but little of these 
and consists chiefly of starch, with a 
little fat and other compounds, 
which serve the body as fuel and 
supply it with heat and muscular 
power. The nutritive substance of 
oysters contains considerable of both | 
the flesh forming and the more es- | 
pecially heat and force giving ingre- | 
dients. Oysters come nearer to milk | 
than almost any other common food. 
Their values for supplying the body} 
with material to build up its parts, i 
repair its wastes and furnish it with | 
heat and energy would be pretty | 
nearly the same,—Exchange. 


Etching Photographs on Glass. 

It is now found that in the art of | 
etching photographs on glass a ver-y 
atisfactory result may be secured. by 
covering the surface with a so)-ation 
of gum made sensitive with ‘pichro- 
mate of potash,and printing the same | 
under a negative. After the image 
has in this manner been 7,roduced, it | 
is dusted over with minium or red 
lead, and the red piccure which is 
thus obtained is fixed. and burned uac- 
cording to the ust.al process.

There 
are many intelligent people in America 
aud England who are opposed to the 
common practice of vaccination as a 
safeguard against smallpox, «und of 
those who live in and arouad Boston 
Dr. Noyes is a representative. In 
Malden, Eust Boston, and other places 
a strong opposition to the orders of the 
authorities for thorough vaccination of 
the schools has developed and in numer- 
ous instances parents have refused to 
allow their children who are pupils to 
be touched by the doctors. Nearly all 
the lymph used in this country comes 
from a noted establishment at Chelsea, 
Mass., a description of which was 
recently given by the Boston Journal. 
Evidently inoculation or vaccination as 
& preventative of smallpox is a question 
which has two sides. The pros and 
cous have been ably argued for many 
years and the real truth of the case is 
as far out of sight as ever, for the sim- 
ple reason that neither side has real 
hardpan facts with which to back up 
their theories. No mortal man has yet 
been able to tell just how vaccine 
tnatter acts on the human system, nor 
what its effects really are except to 
produce febrile disturbances and sore 
arms.

COMMON COUNCIL. 


The Board held a regular meeting on 
Jan. 11. President Sullivan presiding. 

The Anuual Report of the City Col- 
lector John G. Maguire was accepted 
and ordered printed with other Depart- 
ment reports. Reports of Overseers 
of Poor for Dec. 1893 was read. It 
showed: orders drawn 135; families 
aided, 79; persons aided, 332. ‘Total 
expenses for the month, $616. 

Voted that the President of the Board 
and two Councilmen be a committee to 
prepare joint rules with a committee of 
Aldermen. President Sullivan and 
Councilmen Corcoran and Ela were 
appointed. Council Rules of 1893 
were adopted for the preseut. 

Adopted; Resolved, that it is the 
sense of this body that the City Col- 
lector be requested to defer issuing 
warrants for poll taxes until March 1. 

Street Lights came up for discussion 
and during the debate the Electric 
Light Co. were hauled over the couls. 
It was the unanimous opinion of the 
Board that the Company are derelict. 
The people of the city they said will 
sustain them in that opinion. The 
service is performed in a very slack 
manuer, and the quality of the light is 
poor, 80 say the Board. The Com- 
pany, if niglegent, ought to be made 
to fullfil their contract with the city. 
The matter was left with the Street 
Light Committee.

Local Business. 

For reasons peculiar to the character 
of the manufactures carried on here 
Woburn is less sensitive to business 
depressions and revivals than centers 
dependent on a different class of indus- 
tries and yet we have not entirely es- 
caped the effects of present hard times. 
Nearly all of our 25 or 30 leather 
factories are doing something but few 
if any are working up to their full 
capacity. Many men are out of em- 
ployment which of course has an un- 
favorable effect on other branches of 
business and is felt more or less by 
everybody dependent on the public for 
support. 

'I'rade is dull here. Merchandizing 
is at a much lower ebb than is common 
at this season of the year. Compara- 
tively speaking there is but little money 
in circulation and collections ure hard 
to make. The grocery trade is fairly 
well up to the average, but still below 
the mark, and a considerable falling off 
in business is experieuced at the mar- 
kets and provision stores. 

Mr. Joseph H. Buck, of the firm of 
J. H. & J. C. Buck, informed a Jour- 
NAL man last ‘Tuesday that, as com- 
pared with other years, but very little 
is doing at the present time inthe meat 
line. ‘This firm are the largest dealers 
in the city, at least no concern does 
more, and their daily transactions are 
a fair index to the general run of trade. 
Mr. Buck says, judged by the ex- 
perience of their house, the times are 
hard. 

Col. A. L. Richardson, senior mem- 
ber of the firm of A. L. Richardson & 
Brother, proprietors of the Woburn 
Steam Laundry, which is one of the 
largest in the vicinity of Boston, says 
that, while the regular laundry work 
is fairly good, of new manufactured 
goods, with which at this season of the 
year their establishment is usually full, 
they are getting nove from the Boston 
shirt makers and associate manufac- 
tures and have done none for months 
past, which indicates clearly the effect 
of the hard times on that important 
industry. 

Since the holidays our dry goods, 
boots and shoes, clothing, hardware 
and other merchants have had plenty 
of leisure time to think over and make 
up their minds as to the effect on busi- 
ness of the free trade policy of the 
present administration and to compare 
the state of trade now with what it was 
under the sway of the McKinley law.

Rambler must abdicate, We intended to 
do it Without confession bat, to slightly 
alter Webster's words, abdicution is con. 
fession, 

Under the cireumstances Rambler thinks 
he may be allowed a parenthesis on the 
matter of that partial quotation, for he 
claims that he has not altered the spirit of 
the law, only the letter. Webster in his 
famous speech atthe White murder trial 
said, ‘There is no refuge from confession 
but suicide—and suicide is confession.” 
Rambler contends that abdication is only a 
free translation, for—suicide is abdication, 
Bat with his love for etymology and quota. 
tion and other good things Rambler could 
go on indefinitely in that course did he not 
bring himself to a reluctant standstill. 

To return then to the reasona for that 
abdication, In his last paper, the one which 
treated of Trinity, Rambler spoke of the 
advantages to suburbanites of a series of 
pilgrimages to city churches. Most unex- 
pectedly he made an impression where he 
had ceased to think one could be made, at 
least by himself, upon that sister who stands 
next below himself in the Ramble family 
line, She appeared to be interested in the 
article and inquired flatteringly where he 
intended to gonext. When told, she smiled 
sweetly and changed the subject. F 

On the following Sunday morning 
Rambler, having risen later than he ought, 
guiped down a cup of coffee, snatched his 
note-book and pencil, and barely reached a 
train which brought him into the city about 
the hour for the beginning of service. 
Fifteen minutes later he was ushered up the 
aisle of King’s Chapel oye seated during 
the reading of the first lesson. 

About three pews in front were two 
girls of interesting appearance as regarda 


back hair, ete. He did not observe them, 
of course, until he had arranged his head- 
ings for notes and made the few professional 
observations possible at that time. Then, 
as they were in the direct line between him 
and the pulpit, his attention was attracted 
by an intangible something that held it as 
if fascinated. To be sure they appeared 
like—but the truth is not to be spoken or 
written at all times—girls; however, he} 
could see only the back of their heads and} 
besides, there are plenty of girls in the 
world. Still oneof them did seem bafilingly, 
maddeningly familiar. ‘lo the detriment of 
his interest in the sermon he mentally re- 
viewed the Sunday coats and hats of his 
girl friends with back hair of that color, 
None of them corresponded and he awaited 
with anxiety the conclusion of the service. 

When it came he uttered words found in 
the Bible and therefore appropriate to the 
sacred edifice but not generaily considered 
fitting for public places, for he beheld in 
those girla his sister and the friend at 
present holding the foremost rank in her 
affections.

ances of the marble busts. Three days 
later, after Rambler had made further in- 
vestigation of the chapel and careful re- 
searches into its history, had thoughtfully 
prepared his paper, and had read it to the 
assembled family, this same sister produced, 
to his utmost astonishment, something 
which ehe had written and which she pro- 
ceeded to read. She explained that she 
had been led to write it because she thought 
the one of Rambler's on ‘Trinity was ‘too 
awfully poky.” 

Rambler blushes for his family but is 
forced to confess that they are of the same 
opinion, He likewise blushes for the 
journalistic profession but is forced to con- 
fess that his friend, the Editor, when ap- 
pealed to, proved sufficiently lacking in 
literary standards to prefer Miss Ranbler’s 
article, 

Therefore Rambler abdicates. 

He agreed to write the explanation and 
then withdraw. He will not cease to ramble, 
for thatis an ever-increasing delight; but 
he henceforth abjures writing for an un- 
appreciative public. He hopes that future 
readers will pardon the style of Miss 
Rambler's compositions: she has not, like 
himself, had the advantages of instruction 
under the English department of that uni- 
versity which is first in age, first in rank, 
and first in the hearts of her learned sons. 

Finally, Rambler begs that he be not 
held accountable for any seeming flippancy 
in this present paper—which the Editor tells 
him is too long to serve as an introduction 
to Miss Rambler's and must form an article 
by itself—but he has had compassion upon 
his readers and, in view of Miss Rambler's 
coming production, he has endeavored to 
save them the shock occasioned by too great 
a mental jump

Wild Oysters. 

A traveler who has eaten oysters 
in all lands has this to say about wild 
oysters: ‘I never want to eat better 
oysters than some I found growing 
in the trees at Station Creek, Port 
Royal.

Red and brown rubbers contain 
antimonic sulphide, and when col- 
ored throughout the mass are not 
dangerous, a8 the antimony does not 
dissolve in the saliva or in milk. 

Gray rubber contains zine oxide 
and is dangerous in any articles like- 
ly to be put into the mouth. 

Rubber articles colored on the sur- 
face only are unsafe.—Medical News.

8. “And in process of time (at theend of 
da, +) it came to pass that Cain bro®rht of 
the fruit of the ground an offering unto the 
Lord.’ It is probable that somewhere | 
near the east of the garden of Mden, before 
the presence of the Lord, manifest in the 
flaming sword between the cherubim, was 
the place where they came to worship Je 
hovah (Ex. xxv, 22; Ps, Ixxx, 1; xeix, 1), It 
may be that up to this time Adam had 
been in the habit of offering sacrifice on 
behalf of his children, as did Job in later 
days (Job i, 5). This offering of Cain may 
have been the best he had, but it lacked the 
essential element of blood, signifying a life | 
laid down, Compare chapter iii, 21, with 
Lev. xvii, 11; Heb, ix, 22. 

4. “And Abel, he also brought of the 
firstlings of his flock and of the fat there 
of. And the Lord had respect unto Abel 
and to his offering.” Here is obedience, for 
it is written that by faith he did this (Ileb. 
xi, 4), and inasmuch as faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the Word of God 
(Rom, x, 17) there must have been some 
command of God which Abel obeyed in 
bringing this sacrifice. It is probable that 
the Lord accepted Abel's offering by send- 
ing fire to consume it, for thus He did with 
Gideon, Manoah and Elijah, and at the 
dedication of the tabernacle and the tem 
ple (Judg. vi, 21; xiii, 10, 80; T Kings avill, 
24, 88, 39; Lev. ix, 24; IT Chron. vii, 1) 

5. “But unto Cain and to his offering He | 
had not respect. And Cain was very wroth, | 
and his countenance fell.”’ His offering lay | 
unconsumed; no fire fell upon it, It was | 
doubtless much more attractive than Abel's | 
bloody sacrifice and was perhaps the finest 
the earth produced, but it was of man and 
not of God. There wasno confession of sin 
and no need of atonement recognized—just 
like those today who insist that if they do 
the best they can God will accept them, 

6. “And the Lord said unto Cain, Why | 
art thou wroth? And why is thy coun 
tenance fallen?” Although Cain is will 
fully wrong, yet the Lord condescends to 
reason with him, and if possible win him 
to the right way. He is not willing that | 
any should perish, and He secks in every | 
possible way to lead sinners to aeeept the 
ransom He has provided (11 Pet. iii, 9; Job | 
xxxiii, 24, 20, 80; Isa, i, 18; lv, 1, 2). 

7. “Ifthou doest well, shalt thou not be 
accepted? Andif thou doest not well sin 
lieth at the door, and unto thee shall be his 
desire, and thou shalt rule overhim.’? Le 
ing the oldest son, the birthright was ‘is 
and might continue his if he would only be 
obedient. The word here translated “sin” 
isthe word in Leviticus and Numbers se 
often translated “sin offering.’ If Cain 
would only confess his sin and offer God’s 
appointed sin offering, all would be well. | 
God has but one appointed way, and wher 
that is rejected there is no forgiveness | 
(Acts iv, 12; I Cor. iii, 11). All religions in 
in the world will come under that of Cain | 
or Abel. Cain represents man’s way and 
will include all the ways of men. Abel | 
stands for God's way, aud it is but one and 
very simple. Jesus said, “I am the way” 
(John xiv, 6). 

8 “And Cain talked with Abel, his 
brother, and it came to pass when they 
were in the field that Cain rose up against | 
Abel, his brother, and slew him.” Here | 
are the two seeds, the seed of the woman | 
and the seed of the serpent, for although 
both could call Eve mother and Adam 
father the one stands for the righteous | 
and the other for the wicked. All are not 
children of God, for many religious people 
who profess to worship God are all the 
while children of the devil (John viii, 44). 
Cain was of the wicked one and slew his 
brother because his own works were evil | 
and his brother's righteous, | 

9, “And the Lord said unto Cain, Where 
is Abel, thy brother?’ Anau he said: I know 
not. Am I my brother's keeper How 
sin hardens and deadens to all that is good 
and true! Cainis proving himself a good 
child of the devil, for he is now both mur- 
derer and liar (John viii, 44). Is it px 
that any of us are guilty in respect of our 
brethren in India or China or Japan or 
Africa? And as the question presses upon 
us concerning their salvation, do we feel in 
clined to ask, **Am I iny brother's kee per?” 
or try to quiet conscience with the thought 
that perhaps the Lord will let Cain’s offer 
ing suflice for them, 

10. ‘And He said, What hast thou done!

PERSONAL PROPERTY 


Should Not Longer Bear the Burden 
of Unjust Double Taxation, 


Able Address on the Subject 
by Arthur H. Wellman. 


ARTHUR WELLMAN OF MALDEN 
Said in the House of Representatives 
May 2, 1503, in defense of the bill to 
abolish unjust double taxation:— 

Mr. Speaker, thors are few, if any, laws 
tipon our statute book to repeal which, in 
my judwment, would confer sucha benefit 
tipon the people of cur Commonwealth as 
the repeal of the Law which this bill aims 
to repeal, As the law is now, if@ man 
who resides in this Commonwealth has 
personal property in any other Common- 
wealth he is taxed there for that property 
and be is also taxed here for that prop- 
erty. Thanyef youwentlomen owned a herd 
of cows on a farm in New Hampshire you 
would be taxed there for them and you 
would be teuxed agala in Massachusetts 
If you own a piece of land in 
any other Commonwealth you are not taxed 
again for it in this Commonwealth, But 
if any corporation should buy a piece of | 
land in any other State, whioh would be 
liable to taxation there, you, as a stock- 
holder in that corporation which bought 
the land, would pay a tax on the property 
there and you would be compelled to pay | 
atax again ou the same property in this | 
Conmmn mwenlth, 

Now, no man lives who 
the justice of such a law as that.

Coal Formations, 
The opinion is now quite general 


among geologists that bituminous | 


and anthracite coals were formed 
during the same period and under 
like conditions; that, though origi- 
nally all bituminous, during the vio- 
lent contortionsand upheavals of the 
earth's crust at the close of the car- 
boniferous age the bituminous coals 
involved in that disturbance were 
changed by heat and pressure and 
the consequent expulsion of volatile 
matter from bituminous and anthra- 
cite. The microscope reveals the 
vegetable nature of the substance 


and in some beds of cannel coal 
whole trees have been found with 
roots, branches, leaves and seeds 


complete and all converted into the 
same quality of coal as that by 
which they weresuivounded, Struc- 
turally there is under every seam a 
stratum of what is known as fire 
clay, and this stratuin contains in 
great abundance the fossil impres- 
sions of roots and stems and twigs. 
showing that it was once the soil 
where vegetation grew luxuriantly. 
It is common also to find fossil tree 
stems lying mashed flat between the 
layers of black slate which form the 
roof of coal mines, as well as the im- 
pression of leaves, nuts and seeds 
from living trees.—New York Sun,

Minute Mechanical Construction, 

That minute mechanical construc 
tion can lay claim to considerable an 
tiquity is evidenced by the works of 
Pliny and Adrian, who relate that 
Myrmicides constructed out of ivory 
a ship with all her appurtenances 
anda chariot with four wheels and 
four horses, both so small that a bee 
could hide either of them with its 
wings. 

A still more wonderful work is 
that of Mark Scaliot, a London lock 
smith who in 1570 manufactured a 
lock consisting of 11 different pieces 
of steel, iron and brass, which, to 
gether with the key belonging to it, 
weighed only one grain, The same

Clothing. 

Thin sk worn under flannel adi 
greatly to the protection afforded by 
the latter against chills and likewise 
prevents the unpleasant sensation of 
frietian Thin flannel socks worn 
under merino or woolen ones form a 
good remedy for cold feet. 

The principal conclusion to be 
drawn from the foregoing paragraph 


| may be thus briefly stated: 


As a protection against cold, wool 
en garments of equal thicknesses are 
much superior to either linen or cot- 
ton, and should always be worn for 
underclothing. Furs and leather are | 
ferviceable against great cold, and 
especially against severe wind. Wa- 
terproof clothing should be reserved 
for very wet weather, and generally | 
for persons who are not taking exer 
cise when exposed to it. 

The value of several layers of 
clothing as compared with a single | 
warm garment should be borne in 
mind. An extra layereven of thin 
material next the skin is often very 
valuable, 

As a protector against cold a gar- 
ment should not fit closely to the | 
body, but should be comparatively 
loose and easy, so that a layer of air | 
is interposed between it and the} 
skin. A loosely woven material is 
warmer than one of an opposite 
character. 

For wearing at night woolen 
clothing is not generally desirable. 
Cotton or linen is far better. The 
blankets constitute the woolen coy- | 
ering and ought to protect the body 
sufficiently. 

Lastly, it must always be remem- | 
bered that the source of heat is 
within the body itself. Proper food 
coupled with a due amount of exer- 
cise will produce heat. The func- 
tion of clothing is to retain the heat 
thus generated.—-Nineteenth Cen- 
tury.

Some Famous Boston Churches, 
NO II—KING'S CHAPEL. 


My brother Rambler says that he hae told 
all about how I came to write and that he 
has called me Miss Rambler and I'd better | 
use that name. Now, I think I’ve just as 
much right to a name of my own as he has, 
and I asked—there, I almost told who she 
is—my best friend, the one who went with 
me to King’s Chapel, about it and she said 
she thought so too; so we decided we'd be 
Cuatrterer and her CONFIDANTE. 

Perhaps I ought to warn you that I 
haven't had very much experience in visit- 
ing churches and describing them. Still, 
when I see anything I'm always interested 
to know how it has impressed other people, 
and so, if you intend to go sight-seeing, 
you may like to hear our ideas. 

My brother has a quotation to fit every- 


thing under the sun, He wrote on my 
paper, ‘“‘Mem., see Merchant of Venice, 
Act I, Scene I, line 114, Rolf edition.” 


I ought to have known better than to look H 
it up because brothers are so hateful; but I 
wondered what it could be and finally, when 
he wasn’t at home, I went up and got the 


copy off his bookshelves. This is what I} 
read: 
Gratiano speake an infinite deal of 


nothing, more than any man in all Venice. 
His reasons are as two grains of wheat hid 
in two bushels of chaff; you shall seek all 
day ere you find them, and when you have 
them they are not worth the search.” 

Waen't that mean of him? 

You muso't think Confidante and I are 
going in town every Sunday just for what 
we can see or the fan we can have, Of 
course we like that, but we really believe 
that Rambler's idea is a good one, and I'm 
sure we were helped a great deal by the 
sermon last week. 

We had very good seats, quite far front 
in such queer high-backed old pews shut in 
with doors.

It seems strange that the church should 
have changed its denomination because 
when the society was firat organized it met 
with such bitter opposition from most of 
the Puritan Bostonians and had such a hard 
time to wet land to build on that it finally | 
took a corner of the burial-ground. Then, 
after it became flourishing, it severed con- 
nection with the very body to which its 
adherence had caused its early persecution 

I used to think that the chapel must be 
awfully dark and gloomy inside because it 
is in that graveyard and looks #o forbidding 
from the street, but it isn’t. It has warm | 
red carpets and old-fashioned red silk | 
cushions, and seems very cheery and com- 
fortable. While I sat there, I wondered | 
what fair dames and gallant gentlemen had | 
occupied that pew and had knelt to pray 
for His Gracious Majesty in the days when 
King’s Chapel was rightly named. Perhaps 
the ladies of the Royal governora used to 
sweep in silk-brocaded magnificence down 
the aisle. Fancy them, each followed by a 
powdered and liveried footman carrying a 
prayer book, Whata brave show the con- 
gregation must have made when they stood 
for the psalter! They were not sober- 
minded Puritans or Whigs rabid for political 
freedom, these King's Chapel people. They 
liked precedence and pomp, fine dinners 
and fine clothes, royalty and ritualism. 
And so, through all that troublous time, 
when hot-headed patriots held secret meet- 
ings to vow and to denounce they betook 
themselves weekly to pray for the church, 
the State, and their kingly and rightful 
Head, Then when the Evacuation came, 
when bitter, brave litthe Boston was free to 
remember her friends and her foes, they 
fled helter-skelter—black-robed, white- 
wigged rector, be-ribboned ladies, and gold- 
laced gentlemen, 

How queer itis to think that a hundred 
years from pow perhaps people will go 
where we go and wonder about us as we do 
about the Revolutionary men and women 
It doesn’t seem possible that gowns and 
hats like Confidante’s and mine will look as 
odd to some Boston girl in 1094 as the 
pictures of the old slashed sleeves and 
taffeta hoods do to us. 

After service we went

chubby as a Cruikshank illustration of a 
Dickens character. Another memorial has 
a cherub weeping overanuro, ‘wo tablets

Oli, at the back of the church there is the 
queerest monument to one Samuel Vase 
eall, Merchant.” The pedestal is large and 
holds the bust and @ ecroll marked **Magna 
Charta” and some books which is 
Rushworth's Appendix. According to the 
inscription, Samuel was one of the original 
proprivtore of land in this country and « 
supporter of the rights of the Koglish peaple

his goods and imprisoned, Later one of 
the Parliaments voted to recompense him, 
but, owing to ‘tthe rage of the times” and 
the neglect of his family to make proper 
application, the honour of the vote was all 
they received. The inscription adds that a 
record of all these things may be found in 
the journals of the House of Commons 
Evidently the son, Florentius Vassall, who 
presented the nonument, knew that stories 
about one’s ancestors would have to be 
proved in this country. In addition to his 
other honours, Mr. Vaseall wan the son of 
a father who fought against the Armada with 
ships equipped at his own expense. ‘The 
gentleman doesn’t look especially remark- 
able with his round chin and protruding 
eyes; but, as I said before, busts are life- 
less things. 

Then upin the gallery, the one on the 
left side as you go in, there is an old picture, 
I suppose its of the Last Supper, though 
all Lcould make out distinctly was what 
looked like a darkey woman with a turban 
on and a dish inher hand, I wonder which 
saint she’s meant for. However, it’s all 
very interesting because the sexton hands | 
you a framed account of the adventures the 
picture had, especially when the rector in 
whose house it was kept fléd from Boston 
with the British army and the mob started 
to destroy hia property. 

I may as well acknowledge that I was so 
absorbed in the last two relics as to forget 
to find out about the hours of service and 
those things, and therefore [ had to appeal 
to Rambler. I told him his information 
would be the two grains of wheat at the 
bottom of my two bushels of chaff, and 
then he let me take his note-book. He 
didn’t remember that those two grains of 
wheat were said to be ‘not worth the search” 
after all. I've putdown his facts just as he 
arranged them. Next time I shan't have to 
be indebted, —CHaTrEeRKR.

WHAT THE BIRDS EAT. 


Professor Washburn Divides the Feathered 
Tribes Into Three Classes. 


Professor E. &. Washburn of the 
State Agricultural college read a pa- 
per before the State Horticultu ral so- 
ciety on “Birds and the Horticultur- 
ist,” in which, after showing the re- 
sult of many painstaking experi- 
ments in examining birds’ stomachs, 
ete., he goes on to say: 

Summarizing from what has been 
done in this line elsewhere and from 
personal observation, it would seem 
that we might classify the commoner 
birds in rather vaguely defined 
groups, it is true, under four heads. 
We would, however, reserve the 
privilege of condemning any bird 
svhen it became a veritable nuisance 
to the fruit m=2wer. 

Under ‘Birds Worthy of Our Pro- 
tection” I would place the robin, 
bluebird, all the sparrows (except the 
English sparrow), bullocks, oriole, 
all flycatchers and virees, swallows, 
most of the woodpeckers, most of 
the thrushes, the red tailed hawk, 
the red sbouidered hawk, Swainson’s 
hawk or buzzard, mar g hawk, spar- 
row hawk, long eared owl, short 
eared owl], barred owl and the 
screech owl. 

Under ‘‘Birds Probably Beneficial” 
we might place the following: Black- 
birds, red shafted flicker, kingbird 
(found in parts of eastern Oregon), 
eberry bird or cedar bird, the horned 
lark, black winged yellowbird, or 
“wild canary;’ China pheasants, 
quail, rufiied grouse or “native pheas- 
ant,” blue grouse and great horned 
owl. 


Under ‘Doubtful’ I would place | 


the jays, crows, meadow lark, black 
headed ‘evound dove,” 
golden eagie, bald eagle. 

And under ‘Decidedly Bad” I 
should unhesitatingly place the pur- 
ple linnet, or ‘cherry thief,” the 
woodpecker called the ‘sap sucker,” 
Cooper’s hawk and sharp shinned 
hawk. 

In considering the above arbitrary

divisions it should be borne in mind | 


that many birds placed in the ‘‘Doubt- 
ful” column may really 
a better place, though the examina- 


tion of stomachs have not extended | 
through a long enough time to show | 


this. The eagles, for instance, in lo- 
calities where their natural 
abundant are undoubtedly beneficial. 
It is only when this supply is cut 
off that they become injurious. 
China pheasent is reported to me by 
some as consuming much grain, 
feeding on fruit and garden stuff 
and even pulling up young pear and 
peach pits just sprouted, Yet the 
bulk of testimony seems to point to 
the fact that all of our game birds 
consume enough injurious insects to 
more than balance their bad quali- 
ties. Gunners in this vicinity assure 
me that they find many grasshoppers 
in the crop and stomach of Denny 
pheasants, and one man mentions 
seeing these birds hunting a field for 
hoppers much after the manner of 
turkeys. 

Of the English sparrow I can say 
nothing good and trust it may never 
wet a foothold in Portland or else- 
where in Oregon. It is noisy, pug- 
nacious and dirty, and though it has 
a penchant for canker worms it 
drives away other birds which prey 
upon pests for which an English 
sparrow has no liking,—Portland 
Oregonian,

We have passed 
over probably 1,500 years since the last les 
son, during which time the views of Cain 
and Abel had full time to develop and bear 
| fruit. In the line of Seth, who took the 
place of Abel, his brother, the most notable 
of those recorded in chapter ¥ was Enoch, 
the seventh from Adam (Jude 14), who 
walked with God at least 800 years and was 
then translated without tasting death, The 
descendants of Cain, who turned away 
from God, gave their attention to building 
inventing musical instruments, 
working in brass and iron and trying to 
make this world a happy place without 
God, The result of Cain’s way is seen in 
chapter vi, 5, andthe only remedy was the 
deluge, which came after long warning, de- 
stroying all except Noah and those with 
him in the ark. 

9. “And I, behold, I establish my cov- 
enant with you and with your seed after 
you.” This is the first covenant, so called, 
in the Scriptures and is first mentioned {n 
chapter vi, 18. It concerns the whole earth, 
Then we have some 400 years later the cov- 
enant with Abram, Isaac and Jacob con- 
cerning the land of Canaan and the peo- 
ple who should inherit it as a center of 
blessing to the whole earth. These twoare 
unconditional. About 400 years later we 
have the conditional covenant at Horeb. 
Compare Deut, v, 2,3, and Gal, iii, 17. Then 
some 400 years after that we have the un 
conditional covenant with David concern 
ing the throne and the kingdom. Happy 
are all who can make the last words of 
David their own and rest quietly in the 
faithfulness of God—"Although my house 
be not so with God, yet He hath made with

things and sure” (1I Sam, xxiii, 5). 

10, “And with every living creature that 
is with you, of the fowl, of the cattle and 
of every beast of the earth with you; from 
all that go out of the ark to every beast of 
the earth.”’ The Lord is good to all, and 
His tender mercies are over all His works 
(Ps, exly, 9). Even the sparrows of which 
tive are sold for two farthings are cared for 
by Him (Luke xii, 6). And the wholecrea 
tion which still groaneth and travaileth in 
pain because of sin shall yet be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the children of God 
(Rom. viii, 21, 22).

xvii, 26, 27). 

12. ‘And God said, This is the token of 
the covenant which I make between Me 
and you, and every living creature that is 
with you, for perpetual generations.” In 
great mercy and loving kindness God con- 
descends to give to man outward and visi- 
ble signs of His faithfulness. The token 
to Abraham was circumcision; in the pass- 
over it was the blood upon the door; to 


the fire from the rock; to Ahaz it was the 
virgin'sson (Gen, xvii, 11; Ex 3; Joshua 
ii, 12, 18; Judg. vi, 17, 21; Isa. yii, 14). The 
last, even Jesus Himself, is to us the sign 
that He will do all that He has said,

eee: Obituary. 


When Hon. Bengamin F. Witrremore 
passed away last Thursday night, week, at 
Ashley Hall, Montvale, which had been bis 
home for many years, a prominent figure in 
Boston business, Masonic, church, musical 
and Woburn social, circles faded out of 
sight. He wasas well known 4s any person 
in this community. A man of more than 
ordinary native parts, thoroughly schooled 
in early life, an extensive traveler and apt 
pupil in acquiring knowledge from close) 
contact with the best elements met with, a 
keen observer and receptive mind, he was 
aman of much more than ordinary ability 
and in knowledge was the peer of any of 
those with whom he daily mingled. He 
was also a companionable man, a optimist 
of a pronounced type, magnetic and conse- 
quently never lacking in the number of his 
friends or sivhing for unattainable com- 
panionship. Up to 80 months ago when he 
Was prostrated by a terribly severe attack of 
grip und has since been gradually wasting 
away in body and heart, he was of robust 
frame, active in his motions, and looking 20 
years younger than he really was, and his 
capacity for enjoying society and muking 
the most of life was hardly equalled by any. 

A figure of such prominence in a com- 
munity cannot but be missed when the sod 
covers his last resting-place on earth, Ot 
his immediate family who are now chiet 
mourners at his graveside are: a daughter, 
Marcia Grace Whittemore, Principal of 
Ashley Hall School; three brothers —Gevorge 
of N. Y., John of S. C., and Charles 4. of 
Maiden; three sisters—Mrs. W. H. Moul- 
ton of Newburyport, Mrs. Carrie Cole ot 
Philadelphia, and Mrs. Maria Whittemore 
of Newark, N. J., all of whom have the 
sympathy of this community. 

Benjamin F, Whittemore, the subject of 
this brief sketch was born in Medtord on 
May 18, 1824, on the site of the new Metho- 
dist church, and the first night he ever spent 
in Woburn was when a boy, with his father, 
in the selfsame house where he bas lived tor 


the last 23 yours and in which he died. He 
served in the War—first in the Hiftieth 


Regiment, M. V. M., for nine months, and 
afterward as Chaplain of the Thirtieth Regi- 
ment, M. V. M., for three years. He was 
a member of Post 33, G. A. R., of Wo- 
burn. 

After the War he settled in South Caro- 
lina, where he remained several years. He 
was a member of Congress from that State. 
From there he came to Woburn 

Mr. Whittemore went to California in 
1849, and was one of the organi of the 
Society of California Pioneers ot w Eng- 
land. He was also one of the organizers of 
the Woburn Board of ‘Trade. 

He was well up in Free Masonry, being a 
member of Mt. Horeb Lodge and Woburn 
Chapter, Royal Arch Masons, both of Wo- 
burn, and De Molay Commandery — of 
Malden. 

He was also a member of the 
Episcopal Church of Woburn.

So Famous Boston Churches. 

y NO V—FIRST BAPTIST. 

The day we appointed to visit the First 
Baptist Churcli at the corner of Clarendon 
street and Commonwealth Avenue, Confl- 
dante hed a toothache and [ was obliged to 
goalone. We had chosen that church as 
the representative of the Baptist denomina- 
‘tion, but it was an unfortunate time to 
attend it, for Dr. Moxom, the pastor, had | 
resigned at the beginning of the new year 
and his successor was not chosen. 

I didn't know where the building was | 
until Rambler said it had angels with aay 
trumpets on the tower. Then I knew 
because when I was a little girl, if aameone 
spoke of the judgment Day, [ always | 
thought of those angels and firmly believed | 
the last trumpet would be blown through | 
their golden tubes. I have since learned 
that the other figures in the frieze illustrate 
the sacraments of baptism, marriage, com- 
munion and death. 

On wy way down Clarendon street to the 
church, [had quite a little adventure. I 
was very late in starting from home and as | 
I got out of the door [remembered I hadn't 
any paper. I was in such a hurry that Tl) 
just snatched » letter and a pencil off my 
desk. Then, as I hadn't any pocket, I had} 
to tuck them into the front of my coat. | 
Well, it was stormy that Sunday and very 
windy besides, and when I left the car I had 
such a hard time to keep my umbrella up 
and my skirts from getting wet and muddy 
that I didn’t notice the letter was on the 
a gust of wind 


verge of falling. Finally 
swept itout, I tried to stop it but in vain: 
it blew off the sidewalk, into the street. 


What to do I didn’t know, for it was a very 
particular letter, one I shouldn't like to 
lose, and worst of all my name was on the 
envelope. Fortunately two men came 
along and one of them, appreciating my | 
predicament, ran after the bothersome thing | 
and at length captured it. They were very | 
charming men and we all had a little laugh 
asitwas given back. ‘The envelope was | 
muddy and soiled my fresh glove shock- 
ingly.

of the Directory, those readers, especially 
if feminine, will better sympathize with the 
distress of mind occasioned by the desire to 
keep this festal array immaculate and the 
equally strong desire to rescue that ‘‘very 
particular letter” from the possible gaze of 
unkallowed eyes. My description may also 
account for the extraordinary politeness of 
those *‘very charming men.” RamBLer.)

those seats are underneath. They have the} 
straightest backs possible and really dis- 
turbed me for I feltanxious to know if any- 
body had ever satin them and if so for how 
long. 

If King’s Chapel is an instance of where 
the congregation has changed its creed, this 
building is ane xample of where the church | 
has changed congregations, It belonged 
originally to a Unitarian society but was 
sold by that and finally bought by the First} 
Baptist church organization, which used to | 
worship in a church on Somerset street on 
the present site of Jacob Sleeper | 
Another likeness between King's Chapel 
and the Hirst Baptist church is that the | 
founders Of the society in eagh case endured 
cqnsiderable persecution frem the zealous 
Puritans before they erected their flrat| 
building. It does seem strange to me that 
people who have suffered themselves should 
wish to make others miserable for a like 
cause. My brother ance anid: **The more 
Tread the history of that time the more] 
am convinced that our much-talked-of 
Puritan ancestors were not people of un- 
mitigated virtue Like everything else, | 
though, their lack of toleration may be 
looked atin two ways, and I am still won- 
dering whether the river of their conyvic- 
tlons could have been as deep and strong if 
it had also been broad At anyrate, it} 
turned the wheel that ground much good 
corn in its day, and that is more than can 
be said of the shallow, sparkling streame 
that are pleasanter to live beside and look 
upon.” Right or wrong, the Puritans didn't 
intend to have any other body of water or 
religion do the work they had cut out for 
themselves.

the First Spiritual Temple, on the opposite 
corner, in 1885; while the Central church 
atthe junction of Berkeley and Newbury 
streets, finished in 1867, preceded them by 
only a few years, Then, too, the congre- 
gations with the exception of the Spiritualist 
all came from some less elaborate structure 
in another part of the city. It looks as 
though they were determined not to be out- 
done by their neighbors and, when one 
found its quarters too limited and moved 
uptown, another felt obliged to do likewise. 
I've heard and read a great deal about ‘the 
evolution of religion’ and [I never exactly 
understood it.

| 1, “And when Abram was ninety years 
| oldand nine, the Lord appeared to Abram 
}and said unto him, I am the Almighty 
| Hod; walk before Me and be thou per- 
fect.” It is now 24 years since Abram 
| entered the land of Canaan (see chapter 
| xii, 4), during which time Lot left him 
and went to dwell in Sodom, while Abram 
| removed his tent and altar to Hebron (xiii, 
12,18), At this time the Lord appeared 
and renewed the covenant. We next see 
Abram rescuing Lot and his goods from 
the four kings, and being blessed by Mel- 
chizedec he gives him tithes and is ena- 
bled to refuse the goods of Sodom, In 
chapter xv the Lord comes to him again, 
and we have for the first time fear not, 
shield, reward, believe, righteousness and 
other words, Then follows another story 
of human wisdom and weakness, and a 
blank of 18 years (compare xvi, 16, and 
xvii, 1), after which in this lesson Jeho- 
vah appears again, but with a new name 
—God Almighty, or El Shaddai, Al- 
mighty, or Shaddai, signifies the all suffi: 
cient one and is suggestive of bountiful, 
self sacrificing love pouring itself out for 
others, Jehovah virtually said to Abram, 
You have again listened to human wis- 
dom, wandered from Me and failed, now 
return and walk before Me sincerely, up- 
rightly (see margin), for I am the power- 
ful, all sufficient one—EI] Shaddai—and in 
Me alone you will find all your need. 

2. *‘And I will make my covenant be- 
tween Me and thee and will multiply thee 
exceedingly.’’ ‘Thirteen times do we find 
the word ‘covenant’? in this chapter and 
once in xv, 18, making a full twice seven, 
God's perfect number. Nine times He 
says ‘My covenant,’’ emphasizing the fact 
that it isall of Him, Me is the author and 
finisher of it, and it cannot fail, The time 
will surely come when, notwithstanding 
all their wanderings, He will yet give them 
repentance and remission of sins and will 
perform the truth to Jacob and mercy to 
Abraham which He has sworn from the 
days of old (Acts v, 81; Zech, xii, 10; 
xii, 1; Mic. vii, 20). 

8. “And Abram fell on his face, and 
God talked with him, saying.’’ ‘This posi 
tion is suggestive of weakness, unworthi- 
ness, nothingness, on the part of Abram, 
but of worship and adoration toward God. 
When Jesus appeared to John on Patmos, 
John fell at his feet as dead, So also Dan- 
iel, when he saw the glory of the Lord, fell 
on the ground, with his face toward the 
ground (Rey. i, 17; Dan, x, 9). Isaiah 
said, ‘‘Woe is me, for I am undone,’’ and 
Job said,‘'I abhor myself’’ (Isa. vi, 5; Job 
xlii, 6). A sight of the Lord and His 
beauty and holiness delivers us from say- 
ing or thinking anything more about our- 
selves and enables us to glory only in the 
Lord, 

4, ‘‘As for Me, behold, My covenant is 
with thee, and thou shalt be a father of 
many nations.’’ The details of the cove- 
hant are more fully unfolded with every 
new statement of it. First, God would 
make of him a great nation, then they 
should be as numerous as the dust of the 
earth, then as the stars of heaven, then 
they would have great substance, but now 
he is to become a multitude of nations (see 
margin). Whatever fulfillment of this 
there was in the descendants of Ishmael 
and of the sons of Keturah there {s doubt- 
less a fulfillment to be manifested in the 
coming ages. We do well to hold fast the 
promise and wait with expectation, He 
will do exceeding abundantly above all 
our thinking, 

5. ‘‘Neither shall thy name any more 
be called Abram, but thy name shall be 
Abraham, for a father of many nations 
have I made thee.’? Some of the scholars 
may not know that the part of the name 
which signifies ‘‘father’’ is the first two 
letters Ab, The addition to his name is 
most suggestive, The new consonant add- 
edis H, which is the principal letter in 
God’s great: name—Jehovah (J HV H),— 
so that it appears as if God breathed Him- 
self into Abram. ‘The only place the name 
| Almighty is found in the New Testament 
outside of Revelation is in connection 
with the promise ‘*I will dwell in them 
and walk in them™”?’ and is conditioned 
upon complete separation from all unbe- 
lief and uncleanness (II Cor, vi, 16-18), 

6. “And I will make thee exceeding 
fruitful, and I will make nations of thee, 
and kings shall come out of thee’? The 
new feature here is the last clause c 
Inasmuch as all in Christ 
are children of Abraham, and all in Christ 
are kings and priests unto God and shall 
reign on the earth, we shall certainly see 
a fulfillment in the coming kingdom (Gal. 
iii, 20; Rev. v, 9, 10; Luke xix, 17), As 
to fruitfulness, some of the iast words of 
Jesus are concerning the much fruit that 
glorifies God and how we may bear it (see 
John xv), and the secret of it is even in 
this lesson, our emptiness, and God in us 
the all sufficient one. Read also Rom. 
vii, 4. 

7. “And I will establish My covenant 
between me and thee, and thy seed after 
thee in their generations, for an everlast- 
ing covenant, to be a God unto thee and 
to thy seed after thee.’’ The everlasting 
covenant is mentioned again in verse 19 in 
connection with Isaac, the promised seed, 
type of Christ, the true seed, who is also 
son of Abraham (Gal, iii, 16; Math. i, 1), 
wond son of David, in and through whom 
all the promises shall be literally fulfilled 
and all mysteries made clear as noonday, 

8. “And I will give unto thee and to thy 
seed after thee the land wherein thou art 
a stranger, all the land of Canaan for an 
everlasting possession, and I will be their 
God."' As to the breadth of the land see 
chapter xv, 18, and notice that it reaches 
to the Huphrates, That it shall be theirs 
forever, although they have as yet been 
longer out of it than in it, the prephets 
abundantly testify. Among the plainest 
statements see Ezek, xxxvii, 21, 22; Amos 
ix, 15; Jer, 2 , 38-40, and listen to these 
wonderful words of Jer, xxxii, 41, I will 
plant them in this land assuredly with 
My whole heart and with My whole soul.’”’ 
Whoever can doubt that it shall be so is 
surely worthy of the name of infidel, 

9. **And God said unto Abraham, Thou 
shalt keep My covenant, therefore, thou 
and thy seed after thee in their genera- 
tions.’’ Then follows an account of that 
which they were to keep, eyen the rite of 
circumcision, as a token of the covenant, 
The bow in the cloud did not make the 
covenant with Noah any more sure, but 
was the visible token that there was such 
a covenant, Cireumeision did not make 
Abraham more righteous (Rom, iv, 11) 
nor the covenant more sure, but was the 
outward sign that all such were included 
in the covenant which was before estab- 
lished, Its true significance is seen in 
Deut, xxx, 6; Jer. iv, 4; Col. ti, 11; Gal. 
vi, 15, 


The Birds' Christmas Sheaf, 

In Norway a distinctive and very 
pretty feature of Christmas feasting 
is the provision made for the trds. 
Great is the joy of the children when 
carts, laden with grain in the sheaf, 
come into every town, and each fam- 
ily invests in a sheaf, which on 
Christmas day is brought forth by 
the father, fastened to a pole and 
erected at some convenient corner of 
the house that the birds may share

We are fortunate in having this important | 
agency for good in our midst to work for, | 
and realize more and more, ag the years 
come and go, the practical wisdom of the 
undertaking. 

In reviewing the changes which heve 
taken place since the last report waa made, 
we have to record the death of an efficient 
member of the Board of Managers, Mra 
Chandler Parker, who was interested in all 
things connected with the Home, and always 
cheerful and ready to do anything she could 
for its advancement. Mrs. Parker died Oct 
17, 1893. 

In September, Mrs. Hubbard Copeland's | 
resignation as Secretary, on account of ill 
health, was accepted with regret, | 

Mr. Charlie A Jones having resigned the | 
position of Auditor, because of a change in} 
regard to the care of the moneys of the! 
institution, whereby he had been made 
Secretary and ‘Treasurer of Trustees of the 
Trust fonds, it was voted unanimously to 
requeat Mr. Jacob Brown to serve as Auditor 
to fill the vacancy, 

The regular monthly meetings of the 
Bourd have been held during the year, and

When Mr, James Burr 
Tuesday morning, Feb. 15, 184, his 
home, No. 381 Main atreet in thie city, 
Woburn lost a citizen whose death will be 
widely and sincerely mourned. He wana 
man of sterling integrity, honorable in 
business, kind and courteous in his inter- 
course with the world, and universally 
esteemed 

James Buel was born at Marlboro, Masa, 
on August 5, 1824, and lived there until he 
came to Woburn about 85° years ago 
Setding here he first went into the provision 
trade with his brother-in-law, the late 
Samuel Gerrish Richardson (they married 
sisters), but a few years later he opened 
and successfully conducted a machineshop 
in the Simonds building, and for 10 years 
thereafter carried on the business with Mr. 
Jolin R. Flintas a partner. While here or 
soon after he invented an automatic fire 
extinguisher which is still in use in nearly 
every large city in the country, and also 
several leather-making machines which 
were generally adopted. Subsequently he 
built the Buel Block on Main street and the 
machineshop in the rear of it which he has 
carried on with his son, Mr J. Fred Buel, 
ever since. 

Mr. Buel served aterm of 3 years on the 
Boardof Water Commissioners and rendered 
the town valuable services in that capacity. 
Ile belonged to Mt. Horeb Lodge of Free 
Masons and the Woburn Royal Arch 
Chapter.

Durability of Woods, 

Several years ago a farmer in north 
Missouri made a series of experiments 
with different kinds of woods to as- 
certain which would last longest 
when exposed to all the vicissitudes 
of weather. He took a number of 
stakes 2 feet long and an inch thick, 
drove them into the ground and left 
them there for four years. At the 
end of that time he found that the 
elm, ash, hickory, white pine, oak 
and fir were entirely rotted, so that 
in some cases the stick could not be 
drawn out of the ground, and in sev- 
eral it left only a line of rotted veg- 
etable fiber. Yellow pine and teak 
were decayed on the outside only, 
the interior remaining firm and solid, 
while the best cedar was as good as 
when put into the ground. The ex- 
periment ought to be of value to 
people fences, also to 
builders, as showing what kind of 
wood will best suit places where 
dampness and moisture are the nat- 
ural conditions.—St. Louis Giobe- 
Democrat.

XVIII, 1-21. The Lord's visit to Abra- 
ham and communion with him, The in- 
cident of the visit of the three heavenly 
ones, Jehovah Himself and tavo angels, to 
Abraham, his providing food for them and 
their eating it under the tree is in many 
respects the only one of the kind inthe Bi- 
ble. It is true that in the days of his hu- 
miliation He dined in many homes, and 
even after His resurrection did eat with 
His disciples (Luke xxiv, 42, 48), but be- 
fore He became man this is the only in 
stance of such intimate fellowship asa 
man with man, It reminds us of the fel- 


| lowship that must have been in Eden and 
| suguwzests to us the coming days when the 
| tabernacle of God shall be with men, and 


He will dwell with them (Rey. xxi, 8), 
But we have a privilege now, which seems 
to be enjoyed by very few, of the constant 
presence and fellowship of the Lord Jesus 
(Rey. iii, 20; John xiv, 28; IT Cor. vi, 16). 
If we would only determine to be wholly 
His, and only and always His, presenting 
our bodies unreservedly as a living sacri- 
fice, He would certainly accept and fill 
these temples for His glory (Rom, xii, 1, 2). 
The Lord’s question, Shall I hide from 
Abraham that thing which I do? reminds 
us that it is written, ‘‘Surely the Lord 
God will do nothing, but He revealeth 
His secret unto His servants, the proph- 
ets’? (Amos iii, 7). And His own words 
in John xv, 15,‘ Thave called you friends, 
for all things that I have heard of my Ia- 
ther I have made known unto you,’ show 
He would like to be 
with us.

22-5 Abraham's intercession 


The angels have passed on to 
we shall meet them in the 
next section, but now Abraham is alone 
with the Lord, and feeling his own un- 
worthiness he yet ventures, though he be 
but dust and ashes (verse 27), to plead 
with the Lord to spare Sodom. While we 
wait for the coming of the Lord both 
righteous and wicked all die and are often 
taken out of this world in the same dis- 
aster, cyclone, earthquake, shipwreck, 
smashup or what not, but the upright 
shall have dominion over others in the 
morning (Ps. xlix, 14). In the truest sense 
the righteous can never perish (John iii,16). 
The destroying of verse 23° can only refer 
to their being cut off in the overthrow of 
the city. So Abraham pleads for the sake 
of the righteous whom he hopes are to be 
found there that the city may be spared. 
He thinks there may be 50 and asks and 
receives. Fearing there may not bo go 
many, he comes down to 45, then to 40, 
then 80 and 20 and finally to 10 and re- 
ceives the assurance that if there are 10 
righteous men in Sodom the city will be 
spared. The sequel proves that there was 
but one righteous man to be found (II 
Pet. ii, 7, 8), and while he would pass in 
most of our churches today, perhaps in all, 
even bis own children had not much con- 
fidence in him. On the power of inter- 
cession consider the pleading of Moses 
(Num. xiv, 19, 20), and remember that 
even for such as Lot the little town of 
Zoar was spared (xix, 21). On the other 
hand, note that wickedness may become 
so great that the intercession of a Moses 
or a Samuel may not avail, nor the pres- 
ence of a Noah, a Daniel or a Job suffice 
to deliver (Jer, xv, 1; Ezek. xiv, 14, 20). 
Our Lord Jesus is not represented as in- 
terceding for sinners (John xvii, 8), though 
He did pray for them at the cross, but He 
ever liveth to make intercession for His 
own (Heb. vii, 25). Verse 33 says the Lord 
went His way, and Abraham returned to 
his place. Separated for a little outwardly 
but notin heart, What a word that is in 
I Thess. iv, 17, which shall be fully true 
of all believers soon— forever with the 
Lord!” 

XIX, 12-23. The rescue of Lot, Whata 
contrast between their ready acceptance of 
Abraham’s invitation and the angels’ pref- 
erence of the street to the house of Lot 
(xix, 1-8)! Is there anything in our hearts 
or lives or home or business that would 
make the Lord or the angels desire to stay 
outside? In verses 12 to 14 consider how 
inconsistent the life of Lot must have been 
that his testimony should only cause his 
children to mock at him, In verses 15, 16, 
see the earnestness of the angels as they 
take Lot and his wife and daughters by 
the hand to hasten their escape. In verses 


17 to 20 see Lot’s perverseness and linger- | 


ing and evident clinging to Sodom, but 
he was saved for Abraham's sake (verse 
29). The angels went into Sodom; so we 
must go where sinners are if we would 
reach them. ‘They did not mince matters, 
but spoke very plainly of the coming de- 
struction. We should speak as plainly as 
the Bible does of hell and everlasting pun- 
ishment, and the lake of fire and brimstone, 
The angels

Neglected Graves Lend the Cemeterion a 
Wild and Fantastic Appearance, 


There are burial grounds attached 
to many of the mosques, picturesque 
little places filled with diminutive 
graves and irregular tombstones and 
thickly overgrown with shrubs and 
rosebushes, It is not the enustom in 
Turkey to keep graves in repair, and 
the monumental stones, being tall 
and slender, and generally cylindric:

Some Famous Boston Churches. 


NO VI—ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL. 


The Roman Catholic church—hardly any 
other term in the language opens such 
varied vistas of suggestion. ‘To the student 
of church polity, it means the organization 
that lias had the firmness to withstand the 
attucks of ages and the flexibility to adapt 
itself to all lands, all ranks, all times; tor, 
accurding to Macaulay: ‘Lt is impossible 
to deny that the polity of the church of 
Rome is the very master-piece of humaa 
wisdom. In truth, nothing but such a 
polity, could, against such assaults, have 
borne up such doctrines.” 
it means the whole of medimwvalism; the 
Crusade, the struggle between the Crescent 
and the Cross, the learning and literature of 
the Schoolmen: it means the atrocities of 
popes and cardinals and the triumphant 
death of tortured missionaries, numberless 
and unknown: it means Cesar Borgia and 
Sir Thomas Moore: it means the highest 
height of devotion and the lowest depth of 
brutality. For too many, the great illiberal, 
it means a vicious priesthood, an ignorant 
people, tawdry decoration, superstition, 
image worship, persecution, indulged sin, 
and a degraded confessional. ‘T'o the artist, 
it means Ghiberti and da Vinci, Michael 
Angelo and Raphael, lofty cathedrals, gor 
geous yet glorious interiors, paintings almos 
divine. ‘To the musician, it means th® 
solemn chant of the Litany, the exaltation 
of the Te Deum, and the wailing of the 
Miserere. ‘To the philosopher, it means the 
surrender of reason to emotion; to the 
mystic, the loss of self in the Divine; to 
the uninitiated, meaningless form and absurd 
ceremony; to the devout, a mysterious and 
significant symbolism. ‘To the practical 
American, it means servant-maids, close 
churches, and late breakfasts; to the doubt- 
weury convert, the tender and protecting 
Mother-Church, the comfort of the marked- 
out path, and the peace of absolute reliance. 

The Protestant visitor may look atthe 
‘Cathedral of the Holy Cross from many of 
these points of view, although it he wishes 
to geta new experience Rambler advises 
him to analyze as much as he chooses before 
die goes or after he comes away but to 
beware criticism while he is there. Doubt- 
less the whole service in that or any other 
‘Catholic church may be turned to ridicule 
and the unsympathetic listener may go home 
and thank God that he’s not like one of 
those poor sinners, yet the man or woman 
who does it would much better have stayed 
at home to read the advertisements in the 
Sunday papers. He, on the contrary, who 
yields himself to the fascination of the rich 
coloring, the dim light, the lofty arches, the 
weird monotone, the yearning music, the 
absorbed congregation, the rattling rosaries, 
and the muttered prayers will bave enlarged 
his mental range by the apprehension if not 
tthe comprehension of a new phase of life, a 
new side of the soul, Aud he has a student 
of humanity so great as Browning for 
authority that nothing is worth study except 
ithe soul, 

The Cathedral, 
‘tthe corner of 
streets, with 


dedicated in 1875, is at 
Washington and Malden 
the residence of the Arch- 
bishop in the rear. One recognizes with 
pleasure that the building is pure early 
English Gothic, nevertheless the towers, not 
yet their proper height, make the exterior, 
although imposing, lack the completeness of 
the inside.

The shape is, of course, cruciform. Along 
the nave are two rows of clastered pillars 
supporting the roof; the ceiling ia beauti- 
fully carved and traced and the wall free. 

In the transept are two large stained 
windows: one representing the exaltation 
of the cross by the Emperor Heractius; the 
other, the miracle by which the true cross 
was verified. The three memorial wine 
‘dows of the chancel depict the Crucifixion, 
the Ascension, and the Nativity. Smaller! 
windows in the clerestory of the nave and 
the transept illustrate Biblical or legendary | 
subje la. Some of these, such as St 
Michael, St Vincent de Paul, and St, 
Cecilia, are admirable; while others are 
unendurably glaring. Under the windows 
in the nave, are paintings of the events of 
the Crucifixion Day, They are exquisitely 
soft in coloring, yet perfectly distinct and 
one of them, Christ on the Cross, which is 
well front on the right side of the nave, 
stands out with startling distinctness in 
certain lights. The high altar is magnificent 
with carved marble and there are two side 
altars in the sanctuary, to the right of which 
is the chapel of the Blessed Virgin, really 
only a niche in the chancel, A laws door 
connects the Cathedral with whas is ordi 
marily called the Chapel, which was three 
altars and is elaborately carved. The celor 
scheme in the Chapel is worthy the highest 
praise for its combination of subdued but

The organ pealed forth music, the atained 
windows cast a subdued light, on the altar 
the tall tapus shone, and in the sanctuary 
attendants swung censers, and gorgeously 
robed priests shifted hither and thither or 
prostrated themselves atthe elevation of the 
Hoat, and all the while the dead Christ in 
the picture of the Crucifixion under the 
window gleamed out white and ghastly.

Senator Lodge. 


The speech of Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge 
in the Senate of the United States Wednes- 
day, January 24th, ult., against the repeal 
of the Election Laws, contains some strik- 
ing arguments, supported by facts, which 
can be read with profit by both Republicans 
and Democrats. 

Mr. Lodge considers the bill under dis- 
cussion first from a constitutional stand 
point, and secondly in its relations to local 
State Rights. With 
ample and convincing authorities Mr. Lodge 
upholds the principle embodied in See. 4, 
Art. 1, Constitution of the United States, 
which reads :— 


“The times, places, and manner of holding elec- 
tions for Senators and Representatives shall be pre. 
scribed in cach State by the Legislature thereof; 
but the Congress may at any time by law make or 
} alter such regulations, except as to places of choos 
ing Senators.” 

The idea that the National Election Laws 

were passed to create Republican Congress: 
men in South Carolina and Georgia is met 
by Mr. Lodge in the following :—'These 
laws under discussion grew out of certain 
gigantic frauds in the State of New York,’ 
and proceeds to recall them in a manner 
that exposes Tammany wethods to perfee- 
tion. Here is an illustration: In 1870 in 
New York City in the Tenth District of the 
Sixth Ward there were 100 votes cast for 
every 93 of population, the Democratic vote 
alone being 884, or 14 more than the whole 
number of persons resident in the district, 
men, women and children, native, natural- 
ized, and aliens. Mr. Lodge reviews the 
gross naturalization frauds of 1868 in New 
York concocted by “Boss” Tweed, at which 
time naturalization papers were given away 
in liquor stores and in the city hall corri- 
dors, and comes down to the clumsy opera 
tions of MeKane at Gravesend showing the 
need of even more perfect election laws to 
protect the ballot. 
In alluding to the South and the nagro 
question he speaks charitably but with de- 
cision Admitting the peculiar situation of 
the negro people and the attitude of the 
South toward them he says: ‘The negro 
asa citizen of the United States is entitled 
to cast a vote freely and have that vote 
counted. ‘Phis right is not only denied him, 
but he ia noc even fairly disfranchised. He 
ignorant 
black, It is this dis 
Crimpination a#yainst a man on account of his 
color which is repugnant to justice and 
honesty.”

Commentary 


1. “And it came to pass after these 
things that God did tempt Abraham and 
said unto him, Abraham, And he said, 
Behold, here I am!’ In due time the 
promised son was given and was named 
Isanc as God had commanded (xvii, 19). 
Abraham was now living at Beersheba in 
the extreme south, and Isaac had grown 
to boyhood when this proving (R. V.) or 
trying came upon him, Consider how God 
proved Israel (Deut, viii, 2, 16). These are 
the trials that are precious and in which 
we are by grace to rejoice (Jas, i, 2, 12; 
I Pet. i, 7). Abraham's ‘Behold me!” 
(margin) is the same word used by Sam- 
uel and Isaiah (1 Sam, iii, 4; Isa. vi, 8). 

2. “And He said, Take now thy son, 
thine only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, 
and get thee into the land of Moriah and 
offer him there for a burnt offering upon 
one of the mountains which I will tell thee 
jof.’’ If Abrahani’'s heart centered in Isaac, 
| then this would crush him, but if in God, 
who gave Isaac, then he would see God 
andstilllive. Heb, xi, 17-19, tells the story. 
The ability of God is the resting place. 
| Compare Rom. iv, 21. On this mountain 
jthe Lord afterward appeared to David, 
and there Solomon built the temple (II 
| Chron, iii, 1). 

8. ‘And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning and saddled his ass and took two 
of his young men with him and Isaac, his 
son, and went unto the place of which God 
had told him,’’ Here is the prompt obe- 
|dience of faith. ‘Trials are God’s vote of 
confidence in us and are our opportunities 
for manifesting Christ. Abraham’s life 
was from one trial te another, lesser ones 
preparing for greater, und from one sepa- 
j}ration to another until he was separated 
from earth to heaven, there to rest and 
wait for the complete fulfillment of every 
promise in God’s good time. 

4. ‘Then on the third day Abraham 
lifted up his eyes and saw the place afar 
off.”’ It was on this same day that he re- 
ceived him from the dead in a figure, and 
from the third day of the creation story 
when the land rose up out of the waters 
and became covered with grass, herbs and 
trees—the third day seems to speak of 
resurrection. Think of Jonah and the 
Lord Jesus, The third day marriage in 
Cana (John ii, 1), suggesting another 
when all cups of water service shall be 
changed to the wine of the kingdom at the 
marriage of the Lamb, See also Hos.vi, 2 

5, ‘‘And Abraham said unto his young 
men, Abide ye here with the ass, and I 
and the lad will go yonder and worship 
and come again to you.’’ See his faith— 
he and the lad will come again, That is 
true worship which carries with it an 
obedience that costs something. David 
said he would not offer unto the Lord that 
which cost him nothing (II Sam, xxiv, 
24), but David’s was nothing as compared 
with this, and what is this when compared 
with God giving his only begotten? 

6. ‘And Abraham took the wood of the 
burnt offering and laid it upon Isaac, his 
son, and he took the fire in his hand and 
a knife, and they went, both of them to- 
gether.’’ This father and son were perfect- 
ly agreed (verse 8 and Amos iii, 3). Gaze 
upon this picture until it becomes real to 
you, and you can enter somewhat into their 
feelings. Then look forever on that other 
Son bearing His cross, whom it pleased 
His Father to bruise for our sakes (Isa. 
liii, 10), 

7. ‘*And Isaac spake unto Abraham, his 
father, and said, My father. And he said, 
Here am J, my son. And he said, Behold 
the fire and the wood, but where is the 
lamb for a burnt offering?’’?’ What a sword 
to the father’s heart! What grace to en- 
able him to answer as he does in the next 
verse! Was ever a father brought so near 
to the heart of God as this father? 

8.“And Abraham said, My son, God 
will provide himself a lamb for a burnt 
offering. So they went both of them to- 
gether.’’ And He has provided the cost- 
liest in the universe, even His own Son, 
of whom John the Baptist said, ‘‘Behold 
the Lamb of God’ (John i, 29), and whom 
the beloved John saw in glory ‘ta Lamb 
}asit had been slain’’ (Rey. v, 6). When 
God provides, He does so abundantly. Are 
you satisfied with His provision? 

9. ‘And they came to the place which 
God had told him of, and Abraham built 
an altar there and laid the wood in order 
and bound Isaac, his son, and laid him on 
the altar upon the wood.’”’ Isaac now un- 
derstands about the Lamb, but he mur- 
murs not—he is a willing sacrifice. Won- 
drous son of a wonderful father! But turn 
to Him whose name is Wonderful and 
hear Him, ‘‘I delight to do Thy will, O my 
God.”’ “Tlay down My life that I might 
take it agnin. No man taketh it from Me, 
but I lay it down of Myself’? (Ps. xl, 8; 
John x, 17, 18). 

10, *‘And Abraham stretched forth his 
hand and took the knife to slay his son.” 
The promise centered in Isaac (xvii, 19), 
and through him was the nation to come, 
and it was God’s part to see it through. 
It was Abraham’s part to obey and let God 
arrange the difficulties. It was for Abra- 
ham to see God and not Isaac—the giver 
rather than the gift. Until our Isaac is on 
the altar we cannot know God as fully as 
we might. 

11. ‘*‘And the angel of the Lord called 
}unto him out of heaven and said, Abra- 
ham, Abraham, And hesaid, Heream J,”’ 
Every movement had been watched in 
heaven, every heart pang and sigh had 
been noted there. The limit had been 
reached; it isenough. Why do we not be- 
lieve that every step and act and word and 
thought is seen by Him who understand- 
#th even the imaginations of the thoughts? 

12, ‘And He said, Lay not thine hand 
upon the lad, neither do thou anything 
unto him, for now I know that thou fear- 
est God, seeing thou hast not withheld thy 
son, thine only son, from Me,’’? The Bible 
has much to say about the fear of the 
Lord. Is this, then, the meaning of it? 
Such unbounded confidence in Him that 
we fear not todo anything He tells us, 
sure that He will keep His promises though 
everything may seem againstit, Such an 
entire surrender to Him of all His gifts to 
us that we enjoy the Giver in the gift and 
boc the gift apart from Him. 

18. ‘And Abraham lifted up his eyes 
and looked, and behold, behind him, a 
ram caught in a thicket by his horns. 
And Abraham went and took the ram and 
offered him up for a burnt offering in the 
stead of his son.’’ Isaac was spared, but 
God spared not His own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all (Rom. viii, 82), Just 
as truly as the ram died in the stead of 
Isaac so Jesus died in my stead, He was 
delivered for my offenses and raised again 
for my justification (Rom, iv, 25). And 
the gift of Himself to us must include all 
else, ‘Therefore my soul should ever sing 
Jebovah-jireh. See margin of verse 14.

Eggs may lose their nourishment 
by cooking, The yolk, raw or very 
slightly boiled, is exceedingly nutri- 
tious. It is, moreover, the only food 
for those afflicted with jaundice, 
When an egg has been exposed to a 
long continuance of culinary heat, its 
nature is entirely changed. A slightly 
boiled egg, however, is more easy of 
digestion than a raw one. The best 
accompaniment for a hard egg is 
vinegar. Raw eggs have a laxative 
effect; hard boiled, the contrary. 
There is an idiosyncrasy in some per- 
sons, Which shows itself in the utter 
disgust which they experience not 
only against the egg itself, but also 
against any preparation of which it 
forms an ingredient, however slight, 
Eggs should always be liberally ac- 
companied by bread.—Table Traits.

“Some Famous Boston Churches, 


NO VII—FIRST METHODIST. 


The First Methodist church is one of 


those grim gray buildings that are 80 plenti- 
ful near Beacon Hill, They must have 
been very fashionable at one time, for there 
are St. John the Evangelist, the Bowdoin- 
Square church, and ever so many others, 
all of the same forbidding chiliiness. I 
belleve the one on Temple street that Iam 
going to tell you about is Gothic in style. 
Anyway, it has pointed windows and two 
pointed pinnacles. hex 

Now I suppose if, after complaining of 
the dreariness of the outside, I declare that 
the interior ianltogether too gay and festive, 
you'll think it’s another example of the in- 
consistency of woman. Indeed, though, 
white freshly-painted woodwork and sky 
blue on the walls and ceiling are incongru- 
ous ina building as old as that is. I know 
that the Arlington-Street and several other 
of the old churches are finished in white, 
This looks so glaringly new or, to borrow 
the term of contempt most dear to the heart 
of Rambler, crude. 

Speaking of Rambler reminds me to tell 
you about the latest arrangement weve 
made. We're to write alternately, he one 
week, I, another. I think it’s ever so much 
better, because you know it’s really a very 
great strain on an everyday girl like me to 
have to go somewhere each Sunday and 
write a paper about it. You see I’m not 
used to it. 

Well, Confidante and I had a pleasant 
little chat with Dr. Banks, who has been 
the pastor atthe Temple-Street church tor 
two years, about himself and his work. He 
told us that this edifice was formerly the 
Grace Episcopal church until a number of 
years ago the First Methodist, the oldest 
Methodist Society in Boston, bought it 
Bishop Gilbert Haven was then the pastor 
The same organization had had three other 
buildings to meet in, of which the last was 
on Ruasell street. Some of the noted 
clergymen who have been at Temple Street 
are Dr John W. Hamilton, Dr. Upham, 
now of the Drew Theological Seminary, 
Dr. Robert R. Meredith of Brooklyn, Rev 
James R. Day, recently elected Chancellor 
of Syracuse University, and Rey. William 
R. Haven, who immediately preceded Dr 
Banks. Since the latter has been at the 
church, he has tried to popularize it aod 
has drawn very large congregations. Then, 
too, he has had special features in the 
music, such as an orchestra, violin 
cornet solos, and sometimer singing by 
children. 

Dr. Banks has had a var’ od life. When 
he was sixteen years old, he began to preach 
in Washington Territory. Then he taught 
school and studied law fromthe time he 
Was seventeen until he was twenty-one, and 
was admitted to practice in the courts 
Afterwerds ne returned to the ministry and 
received his first regular appointment at 
Portland, Oregon. He was shot down by 
the saloon party because of his efforts asa 
reformer and mobbed by the anti-Chinese 
rioters, Eight years ago, he came from 
Seattle to Boston and studied at the Uni- 
versity, atthe eume time having charge of 
a church at Eyleston Square. Then he 
went to Cincinnati, but soon returned to 
become pastorot St. John’s church in South 
Boston, where he stayed four years. There 
he preached the course of sermons on the 
condition of the Boston poor which made 
him famous and which has since been pub- 
lished under the tide of “The White 
Slaves.” Other books of his are, **The 
People's Christ,” ‘The Revival Times,” 
and ‘Common Folka’ Religion.” ‘This last 
autumn he was the candidate of the Pro- 
hibition party for Governor, 

Dr. Banks is deeply interested in the 
great question of how to better the slume 
and has studied their condition and the 
methods of improvement. He believes 
that the various missions are doing much 
good but that what are most needed are 
large, well-equipped churches, open all the 
time, with trade schools and reading rooms 
attached. He says that the majority of 
people who come to him for help are with- 
out any meuns of earning a living except 
those afforded by mere brute strength 
‘They have grown up any way, learned no 
trade, and made no plans for the future. 
What are they to do? 

After all, the most practical method of 
Assistance that I've heard of is the one de- 
scribed in that nonsensical story iu the 
February Cosmopolitan, “The Disappear- 
ance Syndicate." A number of men form 
@ society which is really only the outside of 
a more advanced and more restricted body 
but which has as an inviolable condition of 
membership this obligation: Hach person 
undertakes to educate and look after one 
child who otherwise would have had no 
opportunity to become a useful citizen, It 
jan't enough to just furnish money: the 
child must have the personal attention and 
interest of the member until itis old enough 
to look out for itself. L wish we had re- 
membered to ask Dr, Banks what he 
thought of this idea —Cnarrenen

In this world’s goods the Army is 
everywhere poor. Necessarily it relies 
altogether on voluntary contributions 
for its support aud not unfrequently 
these are of the most meagre character, 
Its,usefulness and even necessity is freely 
enough admitted but there is too often 
found wu reluctance to give material aid 
to the good work and the Army is left 
to get along the best way it cau, ‘This 
ought not to be. People interested in 
the cause of religion—and everyone 
should be—ought to be willing to make 
some sacrifices in behalf of an instru- 
mentality the beneficial influence of 
which no reasonable person questions. 

The Woburn Corps of the Army 4 
poor and bave an exceptionally hard 
time to exist and keep out of debt. 
Captain Gearing who has command of 
the Corps is an intelligent, well educa- 
ted young man, earnest and honest, 
and is doing all he can to keep the ma- 
chinery of the post in operation and 
meet its expenses as they are incurred.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL, 


LESSON IX, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, MARCH 4. 


Text of the Lesson, Gen. xxv, 27-34—Mem- 
ory Verses, 31-34—Golden Text, Luke 
xil, 28--Commentary by the Rev. D, M. 
Stearns. 


The topic in this section of eight verses 
is ‘Selling the Birthright.’ Evidently 
the committee were not looking for the 
richest and most instructive selections in 
Genesis, but we will find something even 
here. Tho intervening eventa have been 
the death of Sarah, aged 127—said to be 
the only woman whose age is recorded in 
Beripture—and the purchase of the cave of 
Machpelah at Hebron asa burial place 
(chapter xxiii), Isaac marries Rebekah 
(chapter xxiv). Abraham dies, aged 175, 
and is buried by Isaac and Ishmael, Ish- 
mael dies at the age of 187. When Isaac 
was 60 years of age, Jacob and Esau are 
born (chapter xxv, 1-26), and that brings 
us to the lesson. 

27. ‘And the boys grew, and Esau was 
a cunning herder, a man of the field, and 
Jacob was a plain man, dwelling in tents,”’ 
Why should the Spirit write ‘And the 
boys grew?’ Don't all boys grow? Yet 
the Spirit saw fit to write concerning Jesus 
“And the child grew’? (Luke ii, 40), and 
of Samuel it is said, ‘‘And the child Sam- 
uel grew on,’’‘*And Samuel grew’’ ([Sam. 
fi, 26; iii, 19), The same is written of 
Isaac, Ishmael, Moses and Samson (Gen. 
xxi, 8, 20; Ex. ii, 10; Judy. xiii, 24). 
Why this statement should be made of 
these seven ordinary boys and of Him 
whose name is Wonderful let some one tell 
who knows. It is worthy of note that the 
Old Testament word signifies to become 
great. Nimrod, who built Babel and other 
cities (Gen. x, 8-10), is the only other per- 
son spoken of asa mighty hunter, Neither 
his record nor Esau’s are among the best, 
In the R. V. margin it is said Jacob was 
a quiet, harmless, perfect man. 

28. ‘‘And Isaac loved Esau, because he 
did eat of his venison, but Rebekah loved 
Jacob,’’ So each of the parents had their 
favorite; one was father’s boy and one was 
mother’s boy. This would not tend to 
peace in the household nor to love between 
the brothers. If it were wrong in their 
day, with their comparatively little light, 
how much more to be condemned in the 
light in which we live! Then how humil- 
iating to see Isaac partial to Esau for his 
stomuch’s sake! But it is an everyday 
story. In the church at Philippi there 


| were those whose god was their belly and 


who minded earthly things (Phil. iii, 19). 
And such may be found today. 

29, ‘‘And Jacob sod pottage, and Esau 
came from the field, and he was faint.’’ 
The first sin was through something 
good for food and pleasant to the senses 
(Gen. iii, 6). The Lord Jesus, when He 
had fasted 40 days and was afterward an 
hungered, was able to resist the devil, say- 
ing, ‘‘Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God’ (Math, iv, 2, 4). He 
afterward taught, ‘‘Take no thought for 
your life what yeshall eat or what ye shall 
drink.’’ ‘‘Labor not for the meat which 
perisheth, but for that meat which endur- 
eth unto everlasting life, which the Son 
of Man shall give unto you (Math. vi, 25; 
John vi, 27). 

80. ‘‘And Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, 
I pray thee, with that same red pottage, 
for lam faint. Therefore was his name 
called Edom.’’ See the margin for the 
meaning of Edom. One of the interesting 
things in Genesis is to note words used for 
the first time and trace them on through 
Scripture. Also the origin of nations. The 
wretched origin of the Moabites and Am- 
monites is seen in Gen. xix, 30-38, and 
now we have the origin of the Kdomites, 
and you can hardly meet them anywhere 
in Scripture without thinking of the hunt- 
er who was so hungry for red pottage. 
He did not know the words of our text, 
“The life is more than meat and the body 
than raiment,’’ nor those words of the 
Spirit, ‘The kingdom of God is not meat 
and drink, but righteousness and peace 
and joy in the Holy Ghost.” 

81. ‘‘And Jacob said, Sell me this day 
thy birthright.’’ What a lovely brother 
that wouldn’t give his poor, hungry, only 
brother food without a recompense! Ah, 
Jacob, you are a poor specimen! God’s 
grace to you was wonderful, and it is the 
sametous. In you we see too oft our- 
selves, From Deut, xxi, 17, we learn that 
one item in the birthright was a double 
portion of the inheritance. And from I 
Chron. vy, 2, we see that the birthright did 
not ulways fall to the first born, for while 
Reuben was the first born the birthright 
became Joseph's. 
iu said, Behold, I am at 
the point to die, and what profit shall this 
birthright do to me?’’ Some one thinks it 
is as if hesaid:** How exposed is my manner 
of life! I may at any time be cut off. My 
birthright is of little value and never did 
me any good. If Jacob thinks he can do 
something with it, let him haveit. Give 
me the pottage! ie 


Let the birthright go! 
Or it may be that he was so faint he actu- 
ally thought he would then die, for after- 
ward we tind him earnestly, but vainly, 
seeking the blessing with tears (Heb. xii, 
16, 17). 
What profit is it toserve God? (Job xxi, 15; 
Mal. ili, 14) and are sorry when it is too 
late. lTlow few lay to heart the solemn 
words, *‘ What shall it profita man though 
he gain the whole world and lose his own 
®ul, or what shall a man yive in ex- 
change for his soul?’’ (Math, xvi, 26). 
Esau represents those who prefer a present 
enjoyment and are willing to let the fu- 
ture look out for itself, while Jacob, with 
all his crookedness, thought of the future, 

84, *“‘And Jacob said, Swear to me this 
day. And he sware unto him, and he sold 
his birthright unto Jacob.’’ In’ Heb. xi 
Jacob has honorable mention among those 
who had faith in God, but there is no 
room for faith in this transaction. It was 
selfish and crooked and scheming. Faith 
would have said, If God means me to have 
the birthright, He knows how to give it 
to me; if not, 1 am content, Anyhow, I 
will love my brother and do right before 
God. But such was not Jacob’s way at 
this time. 

84. ‘Then Jacob gave Esau bread and 
pottuge of lentiles, and he did eat and 
trink and rose up and went his way. 
‘Thus Esau despised his birthright.’’ Israel 
despised the pleasant land; they believed 
not His word. They also despised and re- 
jected Him who came as their Messiah and 
Redeemer and made light of His invita- 
tions (Ps. evi, 24; Isa. lili, 8; Math, 
xxii, 5). Man has no heart for the things 
of God, The present is everything with 
him until he is born from above, and even 
then, unless filled with the Spirit, he is 
apt to despise the riches of God's grace and 
glory. Aright spirit will think more of 
the things of the kingdom than of all 
present things.

His will, which he 
had requested them to open and read 
the next day after his death, was sup- 
plemented with the following: *'I sol- 
emnly enjoin it upon my son, as an in- 
dispensable duty, that, as soon he 
conveniently can after my decease, he 
cause my body to be wrapped in 12 
of towcloth and burned until it 
be entirely consumed.’’

and boulevards between Boston and the 
other towns in the Metropolitan Park 
district. 

The various towns and cities 
represented by prominent citizens. 
Hon. E. D. Hayden, Park Commis- 
sioner, spoke before the Committtee for 
Woburn. He said: ‘*My city is en- 
tirely in accord with the plan. In ad-| 
dition to the advantages which would} 
accrue by an opening up of the Parks 
to the public it would serve to educate 
the people in the development of prop- 
erty and roads.”

Annual Report, 


Woman’s Club. 
Sais and pleasantly have passed the 


days of 18934 to the Woburn Woman's 


Club, and it now becomes my duty to 
present you a review of the eleventh year 
of the Club. 

Let us first liager a few moments fora 
backward glance at the subjects of the 
several meetings of the year, perhaps ex: 
pressing a thought or two in connection with 
each, before we lay them away in the 
treasure house of memory. 

The Club has held during the year seven- 
teen meetings: eleven regular lectures, four 
home talent meetings. one of these being 
also a business meeting, one evening lec- 
ture, and one social. 

The annual business meeting was held on 
March 8, partof the meeting was devoted 
to sketches given by members of the Club, 
of five famous women authors of Boston: 
Anne D. 'T. Whitney, Julia Ward Howe, 
Elizabeth Stuart Phelps-Ward, Louise 
Chandler Moulton and Lucy Lurcom. 

At the election of officers, the following 
changes were made: President, Mrs, Carrie 
M. DeLoriea; Vice-Presidents, Mrs. Vanie 
B. Dow and Mrs. Josephine H. Carter; Re- 
cording Clerk, Miss Clara M. Fox; Treaa- 
urer, Mrs. Chistina Murdock; Directors, 
Mrs. Charlotte W. Ham, Mrs. Adelaide M 
Trall, and Mrs. Mary C. Blanchard. Mrs, 
Adams, retiring President, after a few tare- 
well remarks, presented the gavel to Mra. 
DeLoriea, who in accepting the office of 
President, fairly launched the new board of 
officers upon the untried waters of the new 
year. 

March 17, brought us an afternoon with 
genini ‘T. W. Higginson ot Cambridge, who 
gave extracts from his unpublished jour- 
nals, with delightful glimpses of English 
public and private life, and also a memor- 
able sketch of Victor Hugo 

In her lecture of April 17, Mrs. Clara E. 
Clement Waters carried us back to the 
thirteenth century, the scenes of the Fourth 
Crusade and the fall of Constantinople. 

April 19, the Club stepped aside from the 
even tenor of its way, in presenting an 
evening lecture by a distinguished lecturer, 
to the citizens of Woburn. Lieut, Peary, 
of Arctic Exploration fame, gave a thrilling 
account of his experiences to a large audi- 
ence in Lyceum Hall. Both this lecture, 
and the matinee for schools in the afternoon 
were well attended, and the venture netted 
the Club a handsome sum for the treasury. 

April 21, Mrs. Estelle M. H. Merrill gave 
a practical talk upon “Our Currency,” | 
preceded by a plea for the study of current 
events and topics of the day. Mrs. Merrill's 
one great aim seems to be to help ber sisters 
out of the hundrum ruts of every duy life, 
into a larger, freer existence, by taking 
pleasure and interest in outside life. 

On May 5, our time-honored friend, Mrs, 
Mary A. Livermore, spoke to ua in inspiring | 
and helpful words upon ‘*The New Aris- 
tocracy.” True yreatness is the standard 
of this new aristocracy, and its principles 
are embodied in the words of Jesus Christ, 
“Whosoever will be chief among you, let 
hins be least.” 

It was with pleasant anticipations that we 
assembled on the afternoon of May 19, as 
we were to listen to one of Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe's gifted family, Mrs. Florence Howe | 
Hall. She told us in the simple, un«tected 
style which is her chief charm, what she 
knew of the “English Language as it is 
spoken in the best society.”

At the meeting of February 16, ‘Delsarte 
in Every Day Life’ was made very plain 
and simple by Mrs. Clara Power Edgerly, 
a teacher in the Boston College of Oratory. 
The young ladies who accompanied her 
presented Delsarte exercises, and a series 
of graceful statue poses which were warmly 
applauded by the large audience present. 

Thus, briefly, has the work of the year 
been scanned: History, Travels, Litera- 
ture, Social Science, Philanthropy, Music, 
Art and Religion—truly, a goodly array of 
subjects, and one varied enough to suiteven 
the individual tastes of the two hundred 
and more members of our Club.

State Federation; the adoption of the 
National Federation pin, and also our own 
modest ‘lite Club flower with its accom- 
panying colors of silver-gray and golden- 
brown, may be mentioned us some of these 
distinctive features, 

A word in passing, regarding the Direc- 
tors’ work may not be out of place; the 
meetings of the Board, under the able and 
energetic Chairmanship of Mrs. Sarah C 
Phinney, have been well attended during 
the entire year, and thoroughly enjoyed by 
its members, 

The Club may well feel honored in the 
number and character of the invitations re- 
ceived by its officers to receptions and after- 
noon teas by sister Clubs, The Woman's 
Clubs of Andover, Dorchester, Wellesley 
Hills, Hyde Park, Lynn, Melrose, Malden, 
Charlestown and Winchester have thus been 
visited, and much inspiration and pleasure 
derived therefrom, For with the reign of 
the Afternoon Tea, inspite of much adverse 
criticism, have come a greater degree of 
s0cl ability, and deeper interest in our fellow 
beings.

[t was built in 18 when the congregation 
moved up from their first edifice on School 
street, and was remodeled in 1887. The 
interior finish is of western ash, the walls 
and ceiling are tinted in light shades, and 
the stained glass windows seem to darken 
less than in other places. On the right side 
of the church, is a beautiful rose window, 
The delicacy of its tracery cannot be well 
seen from the inside, where the glass is 
more conspicuous, but from the street it is 
very noticeable. The shape of the audi- 
torium is remarkably well adapted to 
heighten the effect of the music. 

Hosea Ballou, that most prominent of 
Universalists, was the first pastor of this 
society, In this connection may be re- 
marked the fact that Universalism is of 
recent rise. ‘To be sure some of its doe: 
trines have been held by individuals and 
even by sects since the earliest days of the 
Christian church; but Universalism as such 
was not known until late in the eighteenth 
century. Io America its ideas creptin by 
a variety of means. The German Dunkers 
who settled in Pennsylvania in 1719 and 
about whom Whittier wrote “The Hymn of 
the Dunkers,” beginning 


“Wake, sister, wako! the day star shines ;"

same doctrine was taught in several parts 
of the same State by Dr. George de Bene- 
ville, a French refugee who came to this 
country in 1741, Then several prominent 
clergymen of the established denomina- 
tions, such as Rev. Richard Clarke of the 
Episcopalians and Dr. Charles Chauncey of 
the Congregationalists, preached in favor of 
the belief. Still there were no so-called 
Universalists until after Rev. John Murray, 
an Englishman who had come under the 
personal influence of John Wesley and of 
Whitefield aud had adopted their views, 
became converted to tenets then termed 
Rellyism and taught by one James Relly of 
London and, having immigrated to America 
in 1770, became a preacher of the new faith 
and formed the new denomination.

Ballon was born in New Hamp- 
shire in 1771, was early persuaded that the 
Bible taught the ultimate redemption of all 
men, and set forth this beliet with eloquence 
that drew thousands to hear him and that 
wonderfully built up his chureh.

We believe that holiness and | 
true happiness are inseparably connected, | 
and that believers ought to be careful to 
maintain order and practice good works; 
for these things are good and profitable unto] 
men, and ably defends it against those who, 
like Mr. ‘Talmage, declare that a heaven} 
which contained the souls of all men would 
be ‘fa cauldron of beastliness.”

THE BAHIS OF PERSIA. 


They Are Persecuted Almost Unto Martyr- 
dom For Their Religious Views. 

Said a gentleman who has traveled 
extensively in Persia: ‘The 16th of 
May is a day of sorrow to thousands 
of the inhabitants of the land of Cy- 
rus. There is a comparatively new 
sect in that country that believe 
they will supplant all others, They 
are known as the Bahis. These pe- 
culiar people claim that on the 16th 
of May, in some year unknown, God 
became a man in the person of Be- 
ha Allah, who left the human body 
and ascended to heaven after pray- 
ing his people to prepare themselves 
for a better and perfect life and to 
do everything that would build up 
the temporal man and ennoble this 
life. It was the son of this prophet 
who thus related his father’s death, 
The followers of Beha are called Ba- 
his. They admit that Jesus and Mo- 
hammed and Moses were great 
prophets. They maintain that God 
has inaugurated a new era and that 
it began with the adyent of Beha 
and Ali Mohammed, The origin of 
the belief is Persianic. Anew lnam 
~ to arise. With his msing will 
come peace to all men, There will 
be more happiness in the world, 
more charity, more honesty among 
men. 

“Seventy-five years ago marked 
the advent of Ali Mohammed. He 
went abroad in Persia proclaiming 
himself a prophet. The new sect 
has been persecuted with violence. 
They have suffered in degree equally 
as terrible as that undergone in the 
days of martyrdom, They have de- 
served it as little too. The Bible or 
creed of this new sect is called the 
Bayan. In no way does it conflict 
with the established rule of any gov 
ernment. It lacks among its ad- 
herents one thing which has been 
deemed essential to the success of re 
ligious teaching. They are not or 
thodox, The Bayan teaches that 
there is no hell, except in unbelief, 
and that to believe is heayen—para- 
dise. It claims the mission of the 
Old and New Testament and the Ko 
ran to have been fulfilled and there 
fore useless in the present day. It 
holds that the human intellect has 
developed and is able to receive a 
better creed, a stronger religion 
nnd a better one. 

“This new religion is patterned aft 
er the Mohammedan religion more 
than any other. However, the ritu 
alism has undergone some decided 
changes. In the last month of the 
year a fast is ordered, and only chil 
dren, travelers and women in travail 
are exempt from the observance, 
There is one thing about this new 
sect which deserves consideration 
and support. A higher status is 
placed on women, No veil is required 
when the female desires to appear in 
public celebrations. The Bahis in- 
sists on Charity and demand brother- 
ly love. Begging is prohibited, and 
efforts are made by those in high 
station and afiluence to assist their 
inferiors to rise by labor and inde 
pendence aboye the role of mendi 
cants. They believe in a millenni 
um and hope for its inauguration, 
They hope to obtain it strictly by re 
ligious means. The Bayan is strong 
ly opposed to ignorance and super 
stition, Auricular confession they 
consider unpardonable and do not 
allow it. They reject slavery and 
the outward distinction of dress. 
They believe that God alone knows 
their state after death.”—New Or 
leans Picayune. 


A Handsome Tree,

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


LESSON X, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, MARCH 11. 


Text of the Lesson, Gon, xxvill, 10-22. 
Memory Verses, 12-14 — Golden Text, 
Gen, xxvill, 15 — Commentary by the 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


10. “And Jacob went out from Beer 
sheba and went toward Haran,’’ Since 
the last lesson Isaac has been to the Phil- 
istines, and being forbidden to go to 
Egypt he sojourned at Gerar, where he fell 
{nto his father’s sin concerning his wife. 
He afterward made his home at Beersheba 
{n the extreme south, where his father 
dwelt when called upon to offer up his 
only son, Then follows the story of the 
deception practiced upon Isaac by Rebekah 
and Jacob, with Esau’s consequent hatred 
of Jacob, resulting in Jacob's leaving 
home to go to his mother's people at Ha- 
an in Padanaram, where Abram had so- 
journed on his way to Canaan till Terah 
died. 

11. ‘And he lighted upon a certain 
place and tarried there all night, because 
the sun was set, and he took of the stones 
of that place and put them for his pillows 
and lay down in that place to sleep.’’ If we 
consider Jacob from this on apart from his 
nature and conduct as a sinful man, there 
are several things in his history sugges- 
tive of facts in the history of the Lord Je- 
sus. He goes forth to obtain a wafe (verse 
2), for whom he labors patiently a long 
time (chapter xxxi, 40, 41), but it seems 
short to him because of his great love to 
her (xxix, 20), Christ loved the church 
and gave Himself for it (Eph. v, 25), Elie- 
ver seeking a bride for the son at home 
with his father is suggestive of the present 
work of the Spirit in gathering out the 
church, As you see Jacob in his loneliness 
with the stones for his pillows you can’t 
help thinking of him who had not where 
to lay His head (Luke ix, 58). 

12. ‘And he dreamed, and behold a 
ladder set up on the earth, and the top of 
it reached to heaven. And behold the an- 
gels of God ascending and descending on 
it.’ By comparing John i, 51, the ladder 
is suggestive of the Son of Man, who be- 
coming man reached down to where we 
were, and being God reaches up to heaven, 
the angels being ministering spirits unto 
the heirs of salvation, It will be fully seen 
in the hereafter of the *illenial kingdom. 

18. ‘*And behold the Lord stood above 
it and said, I am the Iggrd God of Abra- 
ham, thy father and the God of Isaac; the 
land whereon thou liest, to thee will 1 
give it and to thy seed.’ Notice in this 
verse and the last three beholds—behold a 
ladder, behold the angels, behold the Lord. 

14. ‘And thy seed shall be as the dust 
of the earth, and thou shalt spread abroad 
to the west and to the east and to the north 
and to the south, and in thee and in thy 
seed shall all the families of the earth be 
blessed.’? Abram was promised a seed as 
numerous as the dust of the earth and as 
the stars of heaven (xiii, 16; xv, 5). The 
latter was repeated to Isaac (xxvi, 4), and 
now the former is confirmed to Jacob. 

15. ‘And behold I am with thee and 
will keep thee in all places whither thou 
goest and will bring thee again into this 
land, for I will not leave thee until I have 
done that which I have spoken to thee of,"’ 
Here is a fourth behold and associated 
with what seems to me the most compre- 
hensive assurance in the Bible, ‘Il am with 
thee.’ Compare Ex. iii, 12; Joshua i, 5; 
Judg. vi, 16; Jer, i, 8,19; Isa. xli, 10; 
Hag. i, 18; ii, 4; Math. xxviii, 20, ete. 
Consider well this promise of God's pres- 
ence and loving care and gracious purpose 
in the light of Jacob’s unworthiness and 
crookedness and see if your soul is not 
comforted and strengthened by the fact 
that this God is your God, the same yes- 
terday, today and forever. 

16. * And Jacob awaked out of his sleep, 
and hesaid, Surely the Lord js in this 
place, and I knew it not.’’ His partner- 
ship with his mother in the deceit prac- 
ticed upon Isaac would not tend to fellow- 
ship with God, but to be alone and away 
from home sometimes causes deep thought, 
and it is possible that ere Jacob slept he 
had turned to God with true penitence and 
confession, and that this vision was the 
answer to his prayers. 

17. ‘‘And he was afraid and said, How 
dreadful is this place! 
but the house of God, and this is the gate 
of heaven.’’ Ever since Adam sinned and 
said, ‘‘I was afraid’’ (Gen, iii, 10), sin has 


made man afraid at the presence of the | 


Lord. And yet God is love and loved us 
when we were dead in sins, and Christ died 
for sinners, We cannot have peace in the 
presence of God apart from the forgiveness 
of sins, but this also he has provided in 
Jesus Christ (Acts xiii, 88, 39; Eph. i, 


| 6, 7). 


18. ‘‘And Jacob rose up early in the 
morning and took the stone that he had 
put for his pillows and set it up for a pil- 
lar and poured oil upon the top of it.” A 
sense of the presence of the Lord is now 
upon him, and he is awed and subdued 
and grateful. It should be always so with 
the believer, with joy added—joy in the 
Lord and the joy of the Lord, serving the 
Lord with gladness, The stone that was 
prostrate, but now upright and anointed, 
may stand for Jacob himself, 

19, ‘‘And he called the name of that 
place Bethel, but the name of that city 
was called Luz at the first.’’ Near this 
place was one of Abram’s first tenting 
places in Canaan (chapter xii, 8), and later 
God appeared to Jacob as ‘the God of 
Bethel’? (chapter xxxi, 13), But Jeroboam 
defiled it when he here set up one of his 
golden calves (I Kings xii, 29). Every spot 
in our pilgrimage may be to us a Bethel 
if we will not defile it by any idol, 

20, 21. ‘And Jacob vowed a vow, say- 
ing, If God will be with me and will keep 
me in this way that I go and will give me 
bread to eatand raiment to put on, sothat 
I come again to my father’s house in peace, 
then shall the Lord be my God,”’ In view 
of the most gracious and unconditional 
assurances of verse 15, it is surely too bad 
to hear Jacob come in with his great big 
‘if,’ and yet how many of us leave out 
all the ‘‘ifs,’’? and when God says a thing 
boldly declare, ‘I believe God, that it shall 
be even as it was told me,”’ or gratefully 
say, ‘‘Be it unto me according to thy 
word”’ (Acts xxvii, 25; Luke i, 88)? 

22. “And this stone which I have set 
for a pillar shall be God’s house, and of 
all that Thou shalt give me I will surely 
give the tenth unto Thee,’’ Yet there are 
Christians without number who never yet 
began to give God a tenth and ure there- 
fore more mean than crooked, scheming 
Jacob. If weare children of God by faith 
in Christ Jesus, then we are Abraham's 
seed (Gal, iii, 20), but Abram gave Mel- 
chisedec tithes of all, Let us therefore 
cheerfully give our Melchisedec tithes of 
all as the very least we should do, and then 
pile high the free will offerings or; top of 
that. Let no one try to escape by saying, 
‘All T have is his,’’ Well, the Lord grant 
it to be so, but show up the tenth anyhow 
as a little evidence that you are all his, 
Read Proy. xi, 24, 25; xiii, 7.

1s the 


Renewing Old Belting. 

By means of an ingeniously ar 
ranged apparatus the strength of old 
belting is now renewed or augment 
;ed to such a degree as greatly to 
lengthen its service, 
this, two large, hollow copper cylin 
| ders are provided, and into these 
steam is admitted so that they are 
always heated. In a tank is asolu 
tion composed of beeswax, borax, 


in equal quantities, this solution be- 
ing in liquid form, And there are 
| guide rollers, through which runs the 
leather belting which is in process of 
treatment. 

The belt to be operated upon is 


| where it can enter the tank, 
| while passing through the latter the 
leather receives an application of the 
solution. The press rollers immedi 
ately squeeze the compound into the 
| fiber of the leather, and then the 
heat from the cylinders, over which 
the belting is being drawn, dries the 
compound, All the rollers and cylin 
ders rest in the bearings, As repre 
sented, the application of this com 
pound to the belt, and immediate dry 
ing, is to add strength to the fiber of 
| the leather in a remarkable degree, —

}smoking well, then it may depress

| stitution, and so lessen the resisting 
power to throw off the infectious 
| germs. But on broad, general 
| grounds, Tam 7 ridedly of opinion, 
from my own experience and obser- 
vation, that tobacco smoking—other 
things being equal—does give any 
one exposed to infection a consider 
able amount of immunity.

NO IX—FIRST SPIRITUALIST. 


When Confidante and I found that the 
next church in the list, the one set down for 
our Sunday, was the First Spiritualist 
Temple, we rebelled; 
Cause we are only girls and we have got 
nerves and we were frightened. I hated to 
tell Rambler and I made various excuses, 
but finally I had to confess. Really he 


laughed so much that I feared for the conse- | 


quences. Then he asked whether we were 

afraid of being turned into stone with honor 

or of being carried bodily to regions remote 

and impolite to mention—since if they were 

any other kind of region we wouldn't be go 

loath to go—and he began to quote: 

“'T could a tale unfold whose lightest word 

Would harrow up thy soul, freeze thy young blood, 

Muke thy two eyes, like stars, start from their 
spheres, 

Thy knotted and combined locks to durt, 

And each particular hair to stand on end, 

Like quills upon the fretful porcupine.” 

When he'd finished hé laughed again. 
After a long while, a very long while, he 
esobered down and promised to escort us on 
condition that I would write the account. 

On the way to the Temple, though, he 
told usa hatefnl story of Poe's and some 
horrible, creepy German things that made 
my bloodruncold. Iwas actually thanktal 
when we arrived, for then he couldn't talk 
any more. 

Let me explain just here that I hope 
nobody will think I mean to say anything 
reflecting on the Spiritualists. Even if I 
had been tempted to do 80, the solemn 
Jecture ona proper respect for other people's 
views that Rambler delivered next day 
would have prevented me, Ags it was, I 
didn’t need the reminder. We lad a far 
more effectual one in the courtesy of the 
gentlemen at the Temple who took us about 
and explained everything in the kindest 
way. It’s only that their ideas were so 
entirely new to me they seemed strange. 
Then, too, they made me neryous, Ram- 
bler says I must have a guilty conscience if 
Iam afraid to think of spirits, I don't 
doubt it’s all foolishness and honestly Um 
rather ashamed of being so silly, especially 
as my brother tells me that many people get 
a great deal of comfort and help trom the 
belief that their dead friends are with them 
constantly. 

The Temple itself is a large, square 
building, of Romanesque design L believe, 


on the corner of Exeter and Newbury 
streets. [t's very simple and substantial, 
yet beautiful on the outside. After the 


service, we asked who the architect was. 
‘Hiram Abiff,” replied one of the gentle- 
men. Rambler, who knows about those 
things, looked rather surprised and our 
guide added, ‘You meant on the spiritual 
side?” ‘Why, no,” hesitated Rambler, "1 
meant the archityet—the firm that designed 
the building,” Oh, you refer to the materfr 

side,” the man said, “I don't know who 
that was; the spiritual architect’—at this 
my hair began to rise under my hat and I 
wriggled audibly until Rambler fastened a 
stern eye upon me—**The spiritual architect 
was Hiram Abiff, the one that planned the 
Temple at Jerusalem.

To start properly then, the regular Sun 
day service is al 245 in the afternoon In 
the library, at 11 A M., they have what is 
called Sunday School, though, untike the 
usual thing of that name, it is for grown-up 
people.

Once, when they were going to show us 
a particularly interesting spirit picture, one 
that had been drawn in an unlighted room, 
we had to yo through # passageway where 
you couldn't see your haud before your 
face. 1 don't know what I should have 
done if it hadn't been for Rambler, I told 
him he must just let me take hold of his 
coat. Then I clutehed Confidante with ihe 
other hand and we proceeded in that fashion, 
with our guide ahead. It wus so dark that 
Iknew he couldo’t see us, but when we 
reached the room I happened to think that 
perhaps he had supermatural information. 
That made me feel awfully mortified, That 
isthe worst of believing that things you 
can't see are around you all the time: you 
never know what you can depend on, 
However, the mun wae so very kind that

squaw. It was wonderful to have been 
an entirely dark room and by an 
inexperienced artist. I didn’t quite under- 
stand why an Indian woman should have a 
ruffle on the bottom of her skirt and puffed 
sleeves such as one of my friends has on 
her party dress, but this represented a spirit 
and of course she would be more particular; 
then she had feathers in her hair and a bow 
and arrow, which were entirely proper. 

The library and two or three small audi- 
ence rooms are on the first floor. The 
former is a cheerful place with a bookcase 
running the whole length of one side and 
with flags and banners ou the walls. It has 
also a great many spirit pictures. One of 
them is of a boy, ‘Litthe Nattie” they 
called him, clasping the neck of a New 
foundland doy, against a fan-shaped back- 
ground that would suggest to my perverse 
brain «a peacock’s tail. The picture was 
painted by an artist who was a medium as 
well, and who had never seen the child 
On one side of the room, there is the like- 
ness of Hiram Abiff that I promised to tell 
you about. It is in a frame with four 
others, each about the size of a card phote- 
graph. Confucius is in the middle and the 
rest are Yermah, Adehl, and Arbeces. 1 
don’t remember to have heard of any of 
them except Confucius, though Arbacesr 
sounds Eyyptian. I[ fancy they all had 
something to do with building, for their 
beards look so architectural, Hiram Abiff's, 
in particular, has two little peaks that re- 
minded me of the conical towers on Dr, 
Bank's church. Confucius is quite different 
from the others. He has a pointed cap 
while they wear flowing head dresses and 
instead of a beard he has a long, pointed 
mustache. Moreover most of bis head is 
above his eyes, I mean his face is longer 
above them than below. 

While we were looking at these pictures, 
a littl child came in whom everybody 
svemed to know and pet. They told us that 
she was the janitor’s daughter and born in 
that building. On that account, she is 
named Temple. After much coaxing, she 
repeated in her pretty baby way a short 
poem about the months. It was so delight- 
fully human that my spine recovered its 
normal temperature and [I thought even 
Hiram Abiff and his ghostly friends looked 
less chilly. Ase tor Confidante, we couldn't 
get her to pay attention to anything but the 
child. Perhaps you’ve wondered that I 
haven't said any more about how Confidante 
Well, you see she is one of 
those quiet, self-possessed girls who never 
show how they teel, or talk much about it 
either. Rambler says that’s why I like her, 
but T assure you it isn’t; at least it isn’t the 
only reason. 

There are ever and ever 80 many more 
curious things that I haven't time to de- 
scribe, besides what the gentlemen told us 
about their belief. I couldn't understand 
that very well, but Rambler waa greatly 
interested and I suppose if it had been his 
turn to write he'd have explained it all to 
you 

While we were going home, we decided 
that, in addition to giving us a course in 
comparative religion (Rambler's expres- 
sion), our little trips are helping us to ay- 
preciate human nature. Everybody we've 
come into contract with, especially at the 
Temple, has been so obliging we feel that, 
no matter how mach people may differ in 
estimating the’ Fatherhood of God, they 
take the 4rotherhood of Man something 
more thafi a high-sounding name.

“The sodhouse of the Kansas and | 


Nebraska plains is following the buf- 
falo and antelope into the land of 
legends,” said William F, Arbuckle 
of Topeka, ‘tA good many of the 
queer structures are still standing 
and in some instances are used 
human habitations, but most of them 
are used as stables for horses or cat- 
tle and slowly crumbling away to be 
come indistinguishable in their origi- 
nal earth. 

‘When I first went west years ago, 
my father took up the acres as far 
as the eye could reach in what is now 
eastern Nebraska. There was not a 
tree in sight of the knoll he had se- 
lected as the spot upon which his resi 
dence should be erected, and the 
nearest place lumber could be secured 
was 60 miles away. He put up & 
small tent in which to cook and eat. 
The family slept in the wagons, and 
with my brothers and hired man te 
help set about making a house. 

“The thick sod was cut from the 
prairie in slabs about 2 feet wide by 
8 in length, and on the side of the 
knoll, where an excavation had beer 
made in its side. these slahs w: 
placed one on top of the other unti’ 
the required height was reached. It 
was arduous work, and I remember

what alot of excitement there was 
when my father and my brother 
Lem started off early one morning 


to go after the ridge pole and rafters 
that were to support the roof. They 
took only the running gear of our 
small wagon, and I cried like a good 
fellow when they started off, he- 
sause I thought they had broken up 
my pet vehicle. 

“They were gone nearly a week 
and reached home in the middle of 
one night after their journey of 120 
miles. ‘They had brought a long, 
round piece of timber, like a slender 
telegraph pole, with numerous other 
small pieces, and my mother nearly 
had a fit of delight when they proud 
ly displayed a door and two window 
sashes, with a bundle of glass for the 
latter. There was great rejoicing 
when that ridge pole was put in place 
and the rafters run down from it t« 
rest on the sod walls, and then came 
the laborious task of putting the 
sod roof so that it would keep out 
the rain and snow. 

“At last it was completed, and we 
moved in. The house had four rooms, 
which was unusual for such struc 
tures, and its two windows s0o0n made 
it known all over that section of the 
west as the ‘shack with the glass 
eyes.’ There never was amore com 
fortable building erected than a sod 
house. ‘They are not at all damp, ac 
one would suppose, and are warm as 
you could desire in winter, while in 
summer they are the most delight 
fully cool places imaginable. But 
they are rapidly disappearing now, 
and when you see one you are sure 
to find near it a modern cottage, with 
its windmill, just as you do at our 
place.”—Washineton Post.

One of the most wonderful machines in 
these days of miraculous mechanism is the 
chronoscope, It took form under theskill 
ful hands of Wheatstone, the mathemati 
clin, WhO needed an tustrument to meas 
ure smaller intervals of time than his 
clock or watch could indicate. Many im 
provements have been madein the chrono 
scope since Wheatstone patented it in 
1840, and now the machine is employed to 
measure the flight of projectiles from a 
gun, So accurate is it that it will detect 
and record a# difference of time amounting 
to a millionth part of a second and, elec 
tricity being used in recording the pas 
sage of a projectile, it is possible to deter 
mine to a very small fraction the rate of 
speed with which a shot flies from a gun

Somé Famous Boston Churches. 


NO X—S8WEDENBORGIAN, 


The edifice at the top of Bowdoin street, 
as well asthe sect to which it belongs, is 
nearly always called Swedenborgian, though 
its members prefer the name New Church 

The interior, reached by a long vestibule, 
is Gothic in detail, quiet and churchly in 
effect. At the front, on the platform and 
behind the high pulpit, are three tall, pointed 
carved apires or tabernacles. ‘The middle 
one has an opening in which the Bible, or 
the Word, as it is termed, is kept. When 
the clergyman enters, he tukes the Bible 
from its receptacle and carries it to the 
pulpit, then returns it at the close of the 
service, The liturgy is made up of psalms 
sung or read responsively, hymns, music by 
a choir of the young people, prayer, and a 
serrion. It is noticeable that the word 
Jehovah is usually substituted for Lord 
This is because Jehovah contains in deriva. 
tion the masculine and feminine roots and 
thusindicates the biune nature that Sweden- 
borg ascribes to the Deity. 

It ia hard to distinguish between the 
Society of the New Jerusalem and other 
Christian bodies. Outwardly it is very like 
them. It does similar charity work, has a 
similar organization, similar services, and 


even similar beliefs. Yetitis very different. 
In points of doctrine it goes beyond the 
other denominations: it is Protestant Chiris- 
tianity plus Swedenborg’s interpretation of 
Scripture and the Universe. 

Emanuel Swedenborg, born in 1688, was 
the son of a Swedish Bishop of learning 
and piety, who believed himeelf in com- 
munication with angels. ‘The son was 
carefully educated, particularly in mathe- 
matics and the natural sciences, travelled, 
wrote books on engineering and kindred 
subjects, was acknowledged one of the lead- 
ing minds of Europe, and eventually was 
appointed government inspector of mines. 
Atabout the age of thirty, he became in- 
terested in philosophical speculation and 
published works embodying bis theories, 
which were evolved by the intellect and 
founded upon pure reason, Later on, how- 
ever, his views changed. He became con- 
vinced of the existence of a higher faculty 
than intellect, a surer means of comprehen- 
sion than the reason. Swedenborg, the 
scientist, the mathematician, the philoso- 
pher, became Swedenborg the mystic. He 
claimed that in the year 1745 the eyes of 
hia spiritual sight were opened, the Lord 
was manifested to him in person, and he 
was introduced into the spiritual world. 
The remainder of his life was spent in 
writing out the doctrines and the interpre- 
tation of Scripture given him, as he stated, 
by God and in describing the existence 
after death. One of his disciples explains 
this phase of the master’s experience thus: 
‘About the year 1745, when fifty-seven 
years old, his spiritual senses were opened, 
and, abandoning natural science, he de- 
voted himself for the remainder of his life, 
twenty-seven years, to the acquirement and 
prowulgation of spiritual «cience,—of the 
science of religion He wasin the spiritual 
world, not always or continually during 
those twenty-seven years, but nearly so, a 
spiritamong spirits, almost as completely 
as when he finally left the material body.” 


Upon his books, written originally in 
Latin, the New Church is founded. Its 
members hold in utmost reverence certain 


parts of the Bible, the Word, but. re; 
various books of the Old Testament and all 
of the New except the Gospels and the 
Revelation, They believe in the divinity of | 
Jesus, and affirm the Trinity to be not of 
persons but of attributes in one God, of | 


whom Jesus was a manifestation, They 
deny in toto the doctrine of the vicarious 
atonement a8 cottrary to all instinets of 


justice and teach that Jehovah lived on 
earth in human form, not to receive the 
punishment of man’s sins, but to influence | 
man by preaching and example to love good. | 

Swedenborg published a system of “Cor. | 


respondences,” which is an allegorical 
interpretation of Seripture, not diff ring | 
from that given now and again by the 


Protestant sects except that theirs applies to 
occasional parts of the Bible where this in- 
cludes it all, theirs iy approximate while this 
claims to be absolute, not thought out by 
man but directly revealed from God 
Swedenborgians believe that thie interpre 
tation is the spirit of the law, whereas 


earlier ages had only the letter, and that] than those of the

When the spirit has become clothed with 
the qualities belonging to it, its outward 
shape reveals there, is an index of the 
inner self, beautiful or unsightly as the case 
may be; and goes of its own accord to seck 
those like itself. ‘Then those who in their 
hearts love good are gathered together in 
heavenly communities and instructed jn 
angels’ uses; and those who love only evil 
gather themselves together and make in- 
fernal communities. They are not cast out 
of heaven and condemned to bell; but the 
light of love which pervades heaven is to 
them an intolerable glare which searches 
them through and through and exposes 
every perverse and wicked thing in them.” 
Still the after world is supremely one of 
progress and of help from the bigher to the 
lower, and when a spirit profits by the 
opportunity to become worthier the im- 


provement is soon shown Of course no 
change in the spirit which arises from a 
selfish thought of the advantage is ac. 


counted an improvement, Swedenborg also 
taught that there are all degrees among the 
angels, ignorant and foolish as well as wise, 
and appended to three of his works ne- 
counts, styled ‘‘Memorable Relations,” of 
the conversations, doings, scenery, ete., of 


the spiritual world. These seem most 
material and absurd to many readers. 
Another significant doctrine of the 


Swedenborgians is their belief in the neces- 
sity of love and wisdom combined. ‘1 hey 
affirm that the whole universe manifests 
these attributes and may be interpreted by 
them; because the universe proceeds from 
the Divine, who ds love and wisdom 
Wisdom is the masculine characteristic; 
love, the feminine; Jehovah unites in him- 
self both qualities, the mother nature as 
well as the father. Until both are joined 
in the individual, he is incomplete. 
Contrary to the modern spirit of lessening 
the number of doctrines, the amount of 
detail the New Church maintains is astound- 
ing. Still its members insist first and fore- 
most upon right living, and, though they 
believe that the higest progress is possible 
only to those who accept their revelation, 
they feel that he who strives after purity 
and unselfishness cannot go amiss and 
sooner or later, in this world or the next, 
will have his eyes open to the beauty of the 
spiritual truths that Swedenborg upholds. 
In numbers, the Swedenborgians are 
few. Church metbership is with them an 
insignificant detail and they are not a 
proselytizing sect in the sense of trying to 
getacknowledged converts. Their influence 
is very widely felt, however, by means of 
their literature. Large sums of money are 


constantly spent in the publication of 
Swedenborg’s works, of sermons by their 
leading preachers, and of statements of 


their doctrines. ‘The books and pamphlets 
are given away or sold ata nominal price, 
and are sent free of charge to clergymen of 
otherdenominations Emerson says: ‘The 
truths passing out of Swedenborg's aysten) 
into general circulation are now met with 
every day, qualifying the views and creeds 
of all churches, and of men of no church.” 
The pastor at Bowdoin Street is Rev 
James Reed, who has been with the society 
since 1860 — It is said that his congregation 
is composed of people who come from a 
greater distance than any other in Boston; 
inasmuch as itis the only New Church in 
the city, and, until recently, the only one 
anywhere near, At the close of the Sun- 
day morning services, which begin at 10 80, 
& pamphlet, usually containing a sermon, 
Is given to each person, an unique way of 
providing fur the afternoon Instruction of 
church-goers.—RaAMBLER

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


LESSON XII, FIRST QUARTER, INTER: | 
NATIONAL SERIES, MARCH 25. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark xvi, 1-8 (Easter 
Lesson)—Memory Verses, 6, 7—Golden 
Text, I Cor, xv, 20—Commentary by the 
Rey. D. M. Stearns. 


As last week the missionary lesson took 
precedence of the temperance lesson, it 
seems very fitting that this week the Easter 
lesson should be chosen instead of the re 
view. The resurrection is set before us 
nearly 80 times in the Acts of the Apostles 
(at least four times seven times) as the 
great topic which the apostles preached 
and is in the epistles constantly kept be 
fore us as our hope (His return and our 
resurrection) and inspiration to patience 
and faith, holiness and zeal in His service 
aoa vay 18, 28; I Cor, xv, 51, 52, 58; Phil. 
iii, ; Col. fii, 1-4; I Thess, iii, 18) 
“pleased and holy is he that hath part in 
the first resurrection” (Rev, xx, 6). 

1, “And when the Sabbath was past, 
Mary Magdalene and Mary, the mother of | 
James, and Salome had bought sweet 
pices, that they might come and anoint 
Him.” In Luke xxiii, 56, we read that hay- 
ing seen where His body was laid they re 
turned from the sepulcher, bought the 
spices and rested the Sabbath day accord 
ing to the commandment. We cannot but 
admire their love and devotion to Him 
to whom they had so faithfully minis- 
tered in His life among them, and He will | 
give them full credit for it all. But if they 
had believed His words they would not | 
have looked for His dead body tn the tomh 
on the third day (Math, xvi, 21; xvii, 28, 

x, 19), So love without faith may do un 
necessary work and misspend time and | 
money, Mary of Bethany, because she be: 
lieved His word, had anointed His body be 
forehand for His burial (Mark xiv, 8). 

2. “And very early in the morning, the | 
first day of the week, they came unto 
the sepulcher at the rising of the sun.” 
It had been a dark Sabbath to them, with 
out any bright hopes for the morrow, 
because of their lack of faith, but they 
kept the day by holy resting. See one of 
the best precepts for keeping the holy day 
in Isa. lviii, 13, 14. We rejoice to keep the 
first day instead of the seventh, because of 
his rising on that day and appearing to the 
disciples, and because of all O. T. eighth 
day types ana N, T. plain teaching (Acts 
xx, 7). Those who still keep seventh day 
are seeking to live in the days before His 
resurrection. 

8. “And they said among themselves, | 
Who shall roll us away the stone from the 
door of the sepulcher?”’ Satan is always sug 
gesting hindrances in the way of those who 
love the Lord, hindrances and discourage- 
ments to keep us from going forward—they 
seem sometimes very real, and sometimes | 
they are only imaginary. The risen Christ 
at God’s right hand, having all power in | 
heaven and on earth, is the one cure for all 
such, and His promise, ‘Lo, Iam with you 
alway,” our constant strength. He shall 
not fail or be discouraged (Isa. xlii, 4). 

4. ‘And when they looked, they saw that 
the stone was rolled away, for it was very 
great,” Difficulties vanish as we go for 
ward, Sometimes we are tostand still and 
see the salvation of the Lord (Ix, xiv, 13), 
but sometimes our feet must actually touch | 
the waters before they divide (Joshua iii, 13, 
15). When He putteth forth His sheep, He 
goeth before them. The Lord, Heit is that | 
doth go before thee; He will be with thee, 
He will not failthee, neither forsake thee; 
fear not, neither be dismayed (John x, 4; 
Deut. xxxi, 8). He did not need the stone 
rolled away that He might rise, but it was 
probably rolled away that they and others 
might see for themselves that His body was 
no longer in the tomb. 

5. “And entering into the sepulcher, they 
saw a young man sitting on the right side 
clothed in a long white garment, and they 
were affrighted.”” Matthew says that an 
angel sat on the stone and greeted the wom- 
en; Luke says that two angels stood by | 
them in the tomb, while John says that

Richard Roe is a citizen of Masaachu 
setts, and is under its jurisdiction, He 
owns a majority interest in the Richard 
Roe Manufacturing company of Maine. 
He is entitled to the full protection of the 
law, 

Now, because for convenience, since 
many private properties are being con- 
verted inte corporations merely for pur- 
poses of convenience, Richard Roe choses 
hold property in Maine under 
rorporation laws of that state, he must 
be fined, Let us assume that Richard 
Roe had lived in the state of Maine where 
he had made a fortune, and being desir- 
ous of rest and recreation and wishing to 
enjoy the privileges of our city of Boston 
he elected to come here to live, bringing 
with him his certiticates of stock inci 
to his property in the state of 
Maine. Straightway the assessors of Bos 
ton under existing laws impose a fine 
upon him, under a decree in legislative 
form miscalled taxation. What will he 
| do? Probably get out as quick as he can, 
or else rightly and 

Justly Become a Tax Dodger. 

But in order to bring this case to an ul 
timate absurdity we will assume that 
Richard Roe has no other invested prop 
erty, but has laid up just enough money 
in advance of his nceds as will enable him 
to live in Boston for a certain length of 
time, say one year. He has that money 
with him, which he deposits in a bank 
In that year, owing to an industrial 
paralysis like that which is now upon us, 


| the corporation ceases to make dividends, 
| while at the 


sume time the assessors of 
Boston come down on him for the pay- 
ment of the fine under the pretext ofa 
tay. They take a large part of his money, 


| or else if he refuses to disclose what money 


he has, they may clap him in jail 

I venture to say, gentlemen, that in this 
you raise an issue which might well be 
brought to an adjudication, You ‘ail 
to give fnll faith and credence to the pub 
lic acts of other states.”’ The act of in 
corporation of the Richard Roe Manufac- 
turing company is a public act of the 
state of Maine, to which the state of Mas 
sachusetts is bound to give full faith and 
credence.

Furthermore, in this andin many 
other cases, the Courts have held that tax 
ation is an incident of sovereignty; there 
must be dominion over property in order

Two Dominions Cannot Exist 
over the same property at the same time, 
neither can the same property be in two 
places at the same time. 

The State of Maine by its public act al 
leges that it “as dominion over the prop 
erty of the Richard Roe Manufacturing

and by the exercise of its dominion over 


of Richard Roe, also asserts 
its dominion over property which is in 
another State, It fails to give credence to 
the public acts of the state of Maine. 

It may also be held that our Massa- 
chusetts laws for collecting the tax 
posed on Richard Roe are in contraven- 
tion of the 14th amendment of the consti 
tution of the United States. which de 
clares that a citizen shall not be deprived 
without “due process of

A Bit of History. 


One of the speakers at the reunion of 
the ex-soldiers of the Legislature, on 
Wednesday, related a fact in connee- 
tion with his service that is not generally 
known. ‘The rendition of Anthony 
Burns, in 1854, had incensed the people 
ot Massachusetts to such a degree that 
the Legislature of 1855 was petitioned 
to abolish the militia on account of the 
part borne by the soldiery in enforeing 
the Fugitive Slave law. The petition 
was referred to a special committee, 
only one member of the Military Com- 
mittee being selected. After lengthy 
hearing the committee reported in favor 
of abolishing the militia, but the mili 
tary member, who was Col. W.‘T. Gram- 
mer, of Woburn, made a minority re 
port, giving the petitioners leave to 
withdraw. When the debate came on 
he said that he was an abolitionist and 
had always been, and as a citizen he 
would sutferthe penalty rather than aid 
the slave catchers. But he was 
commissioned officer of the militia, and 
such sworn to obey the orders of the 
State authorities, and should have done 
so had his company been ordered out. 
He carried his point and the militia was 
saved, Had he failed, the history of the 
mareh of the Minutemen of 1861 might 
not have been written, and the defence 
of the capital failed. But it was not 
to be. The Massachusetts Voluntee: 
Militia continued to be the good right 
arm of the State. The force was mobi 
lized afew years later at Concord, by 
Gov. Banks, and then overeoats were 
provided through the foresight of 
General Butler, and when the time was 
ripe, Massachusetts sent out her soldiers 
and the capital was saved. What that 
militia Captain accomplished — single 
handed, in 1855, bore noble fruit in 1861.

CARRY OIL AND MOLASSES. 


The Same Tanks Used by Vessels Trading | 
Between This Country and Cuba, 

Almost all the which 
comes from Cuba to the United States 
is brought in the same tanksin steam- | 
ships that are used to carry petrole 
um as a return cargo, The ships’ 
tanks are about 16 feet deep and have 
aneck 7 feet deep. They are pump- 
ed full of oil at Brooklyn or Philadel- 
phia, then taken to Havana, and the 
oil is pumped out into the tanks of 
the refining plants there. : 

Molasses is brought trom the in- 
terior of the island in huge hogs 
heads, which are emptied into the 
storage tanks. A suction pump draw 
ing about 10,(°0 gallons an hour fills 
each ship’s tanks to within about two 
feet of the top, that amount of space 
being required for the expansion of 
the molasses. It might be supposed 
that the petroleum would have a bad 
effect on the molasses, but it has been 
shown that the contrary is the case, 
and as nearly one-half the importa 
tion is made into rum and the bal 
ance refined into sugar a little oi] is 
not of much account. The tanks are 
cleaned after the molasses has been 
pumped out by turning in a powerful 
steam jet, which washes down the 
sides and liquefies whatever molasses 
may be left in the bottom of the tank, 
and the suction pump finishes the 
work. 

A cargo of molasses, which former- 
ly required 10 or 12 days, can now be 
unloaded in 48 hours, while the dif 
ference in cost of handling, to say 
nothing of the saving of time, 
amounts to a large sum, ‘The first 
attempt at handling molasses in bulk 
was made by the brig Novelty in 
1877. She was fitted with a lining, 
and her whole hold was used without | 
partitions. She made several trips 
between Matanzas and Boston, but 
was not successful a dividend 
earner, Since the present system of 
dividing a vessel’s hold into tanks 
was devised and put in practice on 
steamers the profits of the trade and 
the steamship companies have large 
ly increased.—New York Tribune.

Thave made the right method of col- 
lecting the public revenue a subject of 
study fora long period.
